Summary of Pews from the Far Cast, 


FROM CHINA TO INDIA—OVERLAND. 

"The Yang-tse river is at present naturally enough tho main 
point of interest in the China papers. Its capabilities for the 
navigation are now said to be so completely determined that no 
doubt is felt any longer on the subject, and, according to the China 
Hail, all enterprise in China is gradually being represented in 
this great highway of commerce. Already there is a larger 
demand for steamers than can readily be met, although thero 
are already about a dozen fine vessels trading on the river, 
without mentioning those at present building in England or on 
their way out. Among these vessels are the Fire-dart, Governor- 
General, San Theodosius, Ta-yung, Scotland, Rajah, Chusan, 
Manila, Hellespont, and Willamette, 

An interesting letter has beon addressed to the North China 
Herald from one of the travellers who, it will be remembered, 
accompanied Admiral Hope’s expedition with the intention of 
pushing on to Thibet and India overland. He observes that 
the Yang-tse is navigable up to I-chang, which is about 364 
miles above Hankow. Above that town tho river is said to 
become unsuited to steam navigation. We subjoin the follow. 
ing extract from the account to which we have referred, dated 
from Kwei-chang Province of Se-chuen, April 12 :— 

«« Parting with the naval squadron at Yo-chow, on the outlet of Tung- 
ting Lake, a tedious voyage of eleven days—tedious from its comparative 
slowness afier steaming—and through an uninteresting country—uninte- 
resting on account of its flatness—we arrived on the 27th of March at 
Kinchow (foo), or rather Shasze, the port as it wore of the former, which 
is about a mile distant from the river, and is more of a Tartar town than 
a mercantile place. This (Shasze) was the first place having anything 
of a business-like appearance, the number of up-country junks attesting 
a considerable trade with Sechuen, in the way of cotton up,.and silk, sugar 
tobacco, and such like down, is

soon becomes hilly, and even mountain= 
jen) aud Itu (hien) are passed, and pro- 
ceeding up a most picturesque part of the river, we arrive at I-chang (00), 
364 hical miles above Han-kow, and 948 by the Yang-tsze, or, in 
round numbers, 1,100 English miles from Shanghai, a place which, from 
its situation, must ever be of considerable importance. : 

« Ata distance of three miles above the city, the river suddenly changes 
its character altogether, and narrowing to less than one-half its former 
width, rushes with a strong current through a long , with stupendous 
cliffs rising on either hand. At fifteen miles above chang, the first actual 
rapid exists at this season; and from thence upwards as far as we now are, 
about 83 miles above I-chang, its course is through a continuous moun- 
tainous country, passing through several more gorges, and obstructed oc- 
casionally by rapids. But there is no want of water, for the river is very. 
deep in these narrows. . 

« I would not give it as a decided opinion that these rapids will altogether 
prevent steamers from ascending to the upper {waters of the Yang-tse, 

cause in time light river-steamers of full power and adapted to the 
peculiar navigation be constructed; besides which, the nature of the 
river may be very diferent under altered circumstances of high water 5 
for it would appear that the rise during summer is very great, water lines 








having been observed in the confined parts some 60 or 70 feet above the 
present level. But then the additional force of water might presen. 
another obstac'e,”

It is stated that our Consul has made some progress in

CHINA. 


THE YANG-18ZE-KIANG. : 


The knowledge that Hankow has not fallen into the hands 
of the Rebels has given a great impetus to trade. It appears 
that they approached within thirty miles of that city in the 
early part of April, but that a sally was ‘made before them by 
the garrison, so that they were forced to fall back on Hang- 
how. Confidence appears, therefore, to have been generally 
restored at Hankow, for the people were returping, and showed 
an anxiety to engage in trade with the few foreigners already 
established there. The North China Herald gives the following 
account of Mr, Gingell’s affival, and of the position in which 
our merchants will be placed at Hankow :— 

“The Yamun selected by Mr. Parkes for the residence of the consul is 
at Wu-chang, and on Mr. Gingell’s arrival he requested the authorities to 
conduct him to it. They replied that the troops occupied all the Yamuns 
but one and that would be required also in a fortnight, that the city being 
under martial law the gates would be closed at stated times which might 
be inconvenient to him, A Yamun was accordingly pointed out at 
Hankow which he consented to occupy. He landed with a guard of 
marines and two constables on the 26th April and took formal possession. 
The building is nearly in the centre of the city. The foreign con- 
cession is at the eastern cnd of the city, with a fair proportion 
of water frontage. Vessels of the largest draught can lie alongside, the 
bank having eight fathoms close to. Hankow Reach is an extremely fine 
‘one, its extent from the Middle Shoal to the Han-yang Shoal being about 
six miles, and from one mile and a quarter to three-quarters across, Plenty 
of room for turning, and good anchorage throughout. ‘The present an- 
chorage is a little beyond the river Han. The river at this place had been 
four fect higher, but had fallen again. ‘The towas of Han-yang and Wu- 
chang are both walled, the latter large enough to deserve the name of a 
city ; both have within the walls, hills from one hundred to three hundred 
feet high, while Hankow is perfectly flat.” 


The steamers Governor-General and Fire Dart had returned 
. to Shanghai from Hankow, laden with oil, paper, and medicines. 
They brought no teas, though it is expected that the new crop 
would soon arrive in abundance. The barque dfona had been 
despatched thither with a large amount of treasure in tow of 
asteamer. Both the Governor-General and the Fire Dart were 
being hurried back again, and were taking a considerable 
quantity of Manchester goods, The steamer Scotland had been 
chartered for Hankow and back for the sum of 20,000 taels. 
Tho P. and O. Company’s steamer Rajah is sold to Messrs, 
D. Sassoon, Sons, and Co, The price is not yet made public, 
but reported to be $50,000. The company have also sold two 
other steamers, the Manila andthe Chusan, for employment inthe 
North. This is one sign among many of the impetus afforded 
to commercial enterprise by the opening of “the Great River.” 


‘TIEN-TSIN, 


€iThere is no news of special interest by this mail. The 
greatest confidence still prevails with regard to the future 
prosperity both of this port and of Chefoo. A considerable 
trade was doing in cotton goods,and the Rebels had removed far- 
ther from the city. In the neighbourhood of Chefoo, however, 
they appeared to be gaining ground on Sangkoliusin, and to be 
driving him back to the north. 


SHANGHAI, 


The Ly-ce-moon has gone to Ticn-tsin, a large business being 
transacted for that quarter. The junk owners were in great 
tribulation, their eyes having been opened to the fact that the 
cartying trade by sea would soon be entirely lost to them, 

Tie North China Herald, of May 18, says :— 


“H.M.S. Actaon, Leven, Algerine, and Dove, left the riveron the 16th 
on their way to complete the survey of the West Coast of Japan. ‘The Ré 
dove will leave on Monday next with Rutherford Alcock, Esq., C.B., 
HM. S.!Minister and Plenipotentiary at Japan, for Nagasaki and Yedo, on 
which station she will remain for the present. ‘The Bouncer leaves to-day 
for Nanking, taking Commander G. E. Montgomerie, who succeeds Cap- 
tain E. D’Aplin (promoted) in the Centaur, as senior British naval ofticer 
in the Yang-tsze-kiang, with whom Mr. R. J. Forrest remains as inter- 
preter. Mr. T. Adkins also goes up in the Bouncer to Ching-kiang as 
Acting Vice-Consul. The Encounter, Captain R. Dew, has succeeded 
the Renard as guard ship on this station,” 





According to the latest advices Ningpo still remains in the 
occupation of the Imperialists ; business, however, is dull, and 
the money market tight. Some fear was entertained by 
the natives of the Rebels attacking the city, but not the 
slightest preparation was being made for its defence. Af- 
fairs at Hangchow wear a gloomy aspect. The Imperial 
rule had become almost unbearable, the pay of the troops 
was in arrear, and the inhabitants of the surrounding country 
were being subjected to arbitrary taxation. The towns of Han- 
yang, Wu-chang, and Kiu-kiang, were also in the possession of 
the Imperialists. Here the Braves were seeking opportunities 
to create disturbances and annoy foreigners, but the inhabi- 
tants of these towns were quiet and civil, although very inqui- 
sitive, At Ngan-king the insurgents and the Imperialists were 
still fighting, but the town had not changed masters. 

It is announced that Mr. Adkins was about to proceed to 
enter upon his duties as Acting Vice-Consul for Chin-kiang. 
A copy of a chart, containing the recent survey of the Yang- 
tsze-kiang from Woosuug to Lang-shan, has been furnished to 
the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce by Capt. Ward, of H.BLS. 
Actaon. Regulations for the collection of import and export 
transit dutics on that river have been issued by the Superin- 
tendent of Customs for the guidance of British subjects. 

FOO-CHOW-FOO, 

The gun-boat off Foo-Chow picked up a couple of piratical 
boats lately close by, and brought them as prizes to the port. 
The men who manned them have been handed over to the 
tender mercies of the mandarins, One of the gun-boats’ men 
received a ball in his face, and is under medical treatment. 

Local trade is pretty fair. The new Custom-house is in full 
operation. No seizures have as yet been made—perhaps there 
is nothing to seize, For the purpose of affording facility to 
the coast steamers, a branch Custom-house has been opened at 
the Pagoda Anchorage down the river, where steamers, by 
lodging an abstract of all cargo and dutyable goods on board, 
are given a Chinese chop or permit to open hatches, and are 
thus able to discharge as soon as would be convencnt. The 
mandarin in charge or supervision of the Customs has boats 
employed as guard-vessels on the river ; they examine all boats 
going up from the anchorage, and seo after the permits. The 
effect of the Custom-house on the Chinese is amusing; to hear 
them talk of grand chop, receiving chop, discharging chop, 
&c., &., would make a London agent fancy their dread of com- 
mitting themselves only equalled by the apparent knowledge 
of its stern reality. 

The Japan had been re-sold by Captain Fawcett for $230— 
the first sale being declared illegal. Some twenty-five to thirty 
chests of her tea cargo are being recovered by the divers cach 
tide, Her masts, rigging, &., have been floated to Pagoda 
Island. 

The French chartered steamers Fee-loong and Confucius ar- 
rived from Shanghai on the 17th May. It is said they are col- 
lecting the indemnity money due to the French Government. 
The latter mentioned steamer in coming up the river, ran into 
a boat laden with rice, and one of the boatmen was killed. 


é SWATOW. 

Everything at Swatow is quiet, though tragical scenes have 
been enacted in the vicinity. The Pearl and two gunboats 
arrived on the 3rd May, and proceeded to Brig Island, where 
the Pearl anchored, while the boats proceeded to Tseau-chew 
to demand that the villagers should hand over the pirates who 
were said to be secreted there, but they returned for answer 
that “their hearts were very big, and they did not fear the 
foreigners’ landing.” The boats then opened fire, which com- 
menced at 8 ax, and lasted until 8 p.m. Our casualties con- 
sisted of Lieutenant Hambly, burnt in the face ; four seamen 
with bullet wounds; one marine artilleryman burat in the 
face. The force consisted of 136 men and 8 officers—144 ; 
that of the pirates, 1,000. The casualties of the enemy were, 
116 killed and 70 prisoners. The whole town was thoroughly 
burned down to the ground. 

The facts and merits of the case are thus stated by the 
China, Mail :— 

“The village of Tseau-chew hes long been known as a nest of pirates, 
who were a terror to the native vessels frequenting the Straits of Namoa, 
In January last,'a Tien-tsin junk bound to Amoy was blown into those 
waters, and the pirates dwelling in this village robbed it of property to the 
value of some $30,000, killing at the same time eight or nine of her 
men. The junk then came into Swatow and reported the piracy to her 
owners at Amoy. By return steamer they replied, appointing Ahok (who 
is not @ mandarin as reported) to pi to the village use means to 
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obtain restitution. “He demanded $12,000 or twelve of the pirates ; the 
people treated his demand with derision, and robbed him. He then 
petitioned the magistrate of the district, who, having before received 
many similar petitions against these pirates, now determined to act in the 
matter, and with 800 braves and two junks sent by the Admiral at Namoa, 
he proceeded to the vill Finding preparations for an obstinate de- 
fence he wrote to the English for aid, at Ahok’s suggestion. The Chi- 
nese Admiral did the same, quoting the New Treaty. The gunboat 
Cockchafer was sent by Admiral Jones, not to assist them, but to find out 
how matters stood. On receiving the report, the admiral 
sent Captain Borlase in the Pearl, with other two gunboats, to demand a 
surrender of the village unconditionally. This not being complied with, 
the place was bombarded for an hour on the following morning, after 
which a landing was made of several boats’ crews under cover of shells 
thrown from 68-pounders. Most of the valuables had been removed, 
but among what was left behind was part of the property taken from the 
Tien-tain junk, 90 that evidence ia not wanting of their being the actual 

tes.” 

Some of thé articles stolen from Messrs, Bradley and Co., as 
mentioned in our last issue, are now said to have been re- 
covered, and an opinion prevails that the matter will be 


quietly settled, 

According to a return published for the half-year ending 
31st December last, it appears that 105 forcign vessels paid 
duties amounting to 51,509 taels, and forcign goods per native 
craft paid 15,019, or a total of 76,528 taels (about £25,500), 
not a tenth part of which would have reached the authorities 
prior to the establishment of the Foreign Inspectors of 
Customs, 





HONG KONG. 

: A frightful case of piracy and murder has occurred on board 
the brig North Star, within a few miles of the harbour. The 
vessel loft Hong Kong on the morning of May 13th, with a 
large amount of specie on board, and was attacked in the even- 
ing when close to Lingting. Seven or eight men were killed 
forthwith in this murderous onslaught, and the life of the 
captain is represented as in a very critical state. The following 
is the most minute, and apparently trustworthy, version of the 
affair :— 

“The wind had fallen very light. The captain had gone forward, told 
the men to rest while they could, as the vessel would be making short 
tacks during the night, and their services would, therefore, be required. 
Tn the meantime a boat came alongside. This boat is described as being 
a size larger than the ordinary two-masted boats used chiefly by captains 
of vessels in this harbour, and had mat sails. The man at the helm was 
first attacked, and we believe was actually burnt to death by stinkpots 
which were hove on board previous to the pirates boarding, as we did not 
observe any severe wounds from sharp instruments about him. The men 
were down in the forecastle, and their attention was attracted by the 
Chinese passengers rushing down below to their quarters. They came up 
and saw smoke aft, saw the captain cut down, saw the chief officer and 
‘Mr. Lariski fighting, and finally overpowered, saw the cook (a European) 
atabbed aft, in the waist, and saw him driven forward to the windlass, 
where he was again stabbed. Three young men made for the jib-boom, 
and one seaman and the carpenter for the port fore-rigging the seaman 
got up the rigging, but the carpenter was stabbed, and went overboard 
more of his own accord than being thrust over. The Chinese followed 
the boys out on the jib-boom as far as the fore stays, when they went in 

in. The captain was struck over the head and breast by six of those 

rates when going aft, and struck down. The pirates then went aft, and 
it is our belief that if all could have kept forward of the mainmast, none 
would have been hart. clearly knew that treasure had been put on 
board the ship, and it was for that theycame. The money (about $4,000) 
was in the captain's stateroom. They quickly placed the boxes which 
contained it in the boat, took the chronometer, but did not touch the 
0. In fact, the whole affair did not last ten minutes. The captain 
had discharged his revolver a few minutes before the disaster in order to 
clean it, so that accounts for its being unloaded at the time of the attack. 

‘The boat containing the men that boarded the North Star had been 
observed the whole day cruising about, only one man and two boys 
being visible.” 

A meeting of subscribers to the Hong Kong Chamber of 
Commerce, was to be held at the Club-house on the 29th May, 
to decide upon rules and regulations, and to elect a committe of 
Management. 

The China Mail reports that a lady has been slandered by 
three military officers, that apologies and explanations have 
passed in consequence, and a court-martial held on the wrong 
man.

Friedlander is authorised to sign their firm at Tien-tsin. 

. Admiral Hope will shortly visit Japan in the Jmpérieuse, to

The Russian frigate Adreck has arrived from Europe, via 
Singapore. 

The cargo of ice per Benefactor, from New York, is selling at 
Messrs. Bowra and Co.’s godowns at fifty pounds per dollar. In 
years gone by, the sclling rate was more than double this, and 
a subscription was raised in 1845 for the prcliminary expenses 
of procuring the first cargo, to which the various firms sub- 
scribed $100 to $1,000 to form a fund. This fund has proved 
to be a sinking one, for none of the contributors have ever seen 
it back again. 

At the beginning of May there were upwards’ of seven hun- 
dred prisoners in Victoria gaol, over a seventh being Europeans. 

We are glad to notice the return of Mr. Adams, the Chicf 
Justice, from Shanghai, and trust his health will be perma- 
nently improved by the change. 

According to the latest returns, the number of British troops 
stationed in China is as follows :—Tien-tsin, 3,080 ; Taku, 75 ; 
Shanghai, 875 ; Hong Kong, 835; Kowloon, 886 ; Canton, 
2,640 ; making a total of 8,316 men.’ The Rev. R. Beach 
has been appointed fourth-class chaplain to the forces, by the 
Right Honourable the Secretary of State for War. Leave of 
absence to proceed to England has been granted to the under- 
mentioned officers, on the recommendation of a medical board : 
—Lieut, O'Neil, H.M.s 44th Regiment, Lieut. Hogs, H.Ms 
Sth BN.L, Infaniry, Assistant Surgeon Crian, Royal Artil- 
lery. A party of time-expired men, consisting of seven ser- 
geants and forty-six rank and file belonging to various corps, 
proceed to England, via the Cape, in H.M.S. Chesapeake. One 
armourer sergeant, three sergeant conductors belonging to the 
Military Store Department, and two stokers belonging to the 
Purveyors’ Department, who had arrived here in charge of a 
distilling apparatus, also proceeded to England by the same 
opportunity. There has been no mortality among the troops 
of any consequence. 

CANTON, 

Considerable anxiety is felt at the proposed evacuation of the 
city by the allied forces. 

A strong police patrol under the command of Captain Des- 
pard, Superintendent of Military -Police, was despatched in 
quest of the eight deserters from H.M.s 99th Regiment, A 
fight occurred between them ; one deserter was shot, and the 
rest escaped to the hills, Thereupon two detachments were 
sent in search of them, but the deserters the meanwhile had 
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commenced their return journey. Five of them gave them- 
selves up to the military authorities at Canton, and the re- 
maining two, who were found soverely wounded in a Chinese 
village, were brought back by their pursuers. These men aro 
said to have committed two murders besides robberies and 
other offences. 

The following items are from the Friend of China :—There 
was a frightful exhibition in Canton on May 14—the attempt 
to hang a Chinese, convicted at a drum-head court-martial, of a 
rourderous assault on asepoy. It was determined to let the na- 
tive authorities carry out the sentence, and a cross was erected so 
clumsily that the noose would not operate. The Chinese then 
tried a species of bow-stringing, hauling the poor wretch’s 
neck backwards and forwards in a disgusting manner. At last 
8 policeman put a loaded musket to the half-killed creature's 
head and blew his brains out. 5 

The 99th Regiment, in Canton, with exception of removable 
disease brought on by indiscretion, is said to bein excellent 
sapatory condition. 

Mr. Consul Robertson having intimated a request that those 
who have an interest in Shameen should take into consideration 
the prudence of planting trees along the intended Bund, a 
meeting at Mr. Scott's was called for this afternoon, when, be- 
sides tho chairmau, Mr. Robertson, seven attended we believe. 
The principal resolution passed was to the effect that the old 
Canton Garden committee should be asked to disburse money in 
their hands towards planting trees in such places as Mr, 
Brunstedt, overseer of the works, might indicate. On the un- 
derstanding that the plan does not bear the final approval of 
the Allied authoritics, Mr. Robertson exhibited the Shameen 
scheme, the only alteration on the old plan being a narrowing 
of the bund to fifty feet, and the widening of the centre road or 
mall to one hundred. 

The Friend of China, of May 25, contains a notice of Mr. 
Scarth’s pamphlet on “British Policy in China,” from which 
Several passages are extracted. 

A serious disturbance took place on board the American ship 
Orion, at Whampoa, between the captain and the cook, which 
resulted in the death of the latter. It appears, from the evi- 
dence of the crew, that the captain ordered the steward to get 
tea, he in his turn ordering the cook to do so, who, being in 
liquor, was tvery abusive, Captain Libbey ordered him to 
be put in irons, when he seized a steel and a knife, and was 
about to attack the captain, who had already got his revolver, 
and fired ‘at ,him; jone of three shots went through his 
body, and caused instant death. 


On tho subject of the Canton claims the China Mail says :— 


«We believe that by the’present mail letter has been sent to the Foreign 
Secretary, in which his lordship’s attention is called to a matter that has 
been allowed to slumber in a manner beyond precedent, even in the re- 
cords of official dilatoriness. ‘The claims for losses sustained by English 
merchants in Canton in 1856 is peculiarly a matter where delay in settle- 
ment, or in Sxing a time for settlement, shows a most unbecoming want 
of consideration for interests which are entitled to the most serious respect. 
It is now seven months since the Convention of Peking was signed. By 
that Convention two millions of taels were expressly stipulated for, to 
cover the losses alluded to. Considerable summs'oF inderonity money have 
been paid at all the ports—H.M. S. Scout brought down nearly a million 
taels the other day, but there are no signs of any payments being made, 
nor can the smallest information be had from Government upon the 
matter. The sum withheld amounts in all to about £700,000. OF this 
sum the merchants concerned have been deprived for four years. The 
French and American claims have been fully liquidated as regards the 
principal, and nearly so as regards the interest, the latter being rated at 

2 per cent. per annum. Mr. Bruce has given no reply to inquiries 
made to him on this subject, and we cannot be surprised to learn that the 
merchants have thought proper to appeal home for information. Lord 
John Russell mnust have information on the matter, and it would be we'll 
to know his reasons for so long withholding it We cannot understand 
the reason for such culpable apathy, and it would be doing good service 
where a good service is due, should some influential member of the 
Commons call attention to the matter from his place in the House.” 


BORNEO. 2 : 

In reply toa remark in the China Express, of April 10, with 
reference to the rumour that Sir James Brooke would be ap- 
pointed Governor of the Straits Settloments, the Singapore Free 
Press says — : 

« Sir James Brooke's health, we are glad to say; has not at all suffered 
from his visit to Sarawak, but we believe he bas no intention of conti- 
nuing in the East for a longer period than will suffice to restore order at 
Muka, and the other places on the coast of Borneo, ncar Sarawak, 
which have been unsettled by the intrigues of Serif Masahore, 
and the unfortunate proceedings of Governor Edwardes. It is 
not likely that the Colonial Office would offer the Government 


of the Straits to Sir James, as haces pois lependent in his opinions 
andactions to make a model Governdl ling to official ideas, It is 





still more unlikely that he would accept the appointment, were it in his 
option, as his past treatment by the English Government, Whig or Tory, 
has not been such as to make him desirous of occupying such a position 
towards it, as the office of Governor of the Straits Settlement would place 
him in. In saying this, however, we merely hazard a conjecture as to 
what Sir James Brooke's feelings on the subject are likely to be, as we 
have no positive knowledge regarding them.” 

As regards the hostilities in the southern and eastern divi- 
sion of Borneo, matters remain in statu quo. New attacks are 
expected on the part of the enemy. Latterly they have con- 
fined themselves to petty plundering expeditions, and have al- 
ways been put to flight by the Dutch troops wherever met with. 





JAVA. 

The accounts from Macassar state that, on the 19th of 
April, the Dutch war-steamer, Reinier Claexen returned there 
from a cruise along the west and north coasts of Celebes. 
On the 4th she gave chase, but unsuccessfully, to a largo 
pirate prahu near the Island of Pengalnsan. On the,13th she 
fell in with sixteen pirate prahus, which were hiding in the bay 
of Teyar, west of Mandahar, Three armed boats, reinforced by in- 
fantry, were obliged to abandon the attack on the pirates, on 
account of their being overmatched. Reefs and rocks prevented 
the steamer from getting near to the pirates, who, availing 
themselves of the darkness of the night, effected their escape 
and were not again to be found. 

In two districts of Java, Rombang and Bagelan, heavy rains 
during the month of May had again done considerable damage 
to the crops, carried away bridges, and caused landslips. 

Dr. Bernstein, in the month of February, ascended the Subila 
mountain in Ternate, and found an immense number of nut- 
meg trees, the existence of which was previously unknown to 
the natives of the island. 

Small-pox was very prevalent in Ternate and the neighbour- 
ingislands,and was producing great mortality amongst the natives. 
A native schooner carried the disease from Ternate to Doreb, in 
New Guinea, The disease also broke out on board the schooner 
Esther Helena, Captain Edwards, from Ternate bound to the 
Sandwich Islands, with 120 coolies, men and women, on board, 
and in a few days forty persons were attacked, ten of whom 
died. The captain then put into Doreh, where he erected a 
house with material which he had on board, in which he placed 
the diseased persons and continued his voyage. 

The clove crop at Amboyna for 1860 had all been delivered 
into the Government godowns, and amounted to 253,117 Ibs. 
Amsterdam. The nutmeg crop at Banda for 1869 amounted 
to 1,072,765 lbs. Amsterdam, besides mace. 

The appointment of Mr. Loudon as Minister for the Culo- 
nies, is viewed with great satisfaction in Netherlands India, 
Much is expected from his thorough knowledge of the colonies 
and liberal opinions. 

The Director of Finances has notified that Government 
drafts will in future be obtainable, payable at the Government, 
treasuries in Batavia, Samarang, and Sourabaya, and also at 
other places, in the first case, however, upon application to the 
Director of Finances. For sums under ten rupees orders can 
be obtained at all the Government treasuries, payable at sight 
at such Government treasury as may be desired. 





MALACCA STRAITS. 


SINGAPORE. 

The transfer question continues to engage the attention of 
the press at Singapore and Penang, but no new: feature has 
been produced. The impatience at the delay of course in- 
creases, as “ waiting” is particularly irksome in a hot climate, 
where everything is conducted more on the American type. A 
public meeting was held on tho 22nd May on this subject, 
when the following resolutions were passed :— 

«], That it is the opinion of this meeting that the revenue of the Straits 
Settlements are sufficient to meet all legitimate expenses. 

“2. That tho greatly increased expenditure for military purposes, en- 
tailed by the extensive system of fortification now in pi » should not 
be bome by these Settlements, as it is undertaken for Imperial and not 
local interests, os * :

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PENANG. 

The Penang Argus calls attention to the omission of this port 
on the scheme of the new French Mail Company. There is no 
doubt it is an unintentional omission, and in going through the 
Straits of Malacca they will not pass by Penang. We will 
promise our timely representations on the matter. 

Mr. Lewis, lately Resident Councillor at Penang, has ob- 
tained from the Rajah of Perak a lease for twenty years of the 
province lying between the Krian and the Kurau. It is to be 
rent free for the first two years, after which the rent will be 
$5,000 per annum. We hear that large numbers of Malays 
are leaving Province Wellesley to settle in Mr. Lewis’ territory, 
the soil of which is famous for its large yield of paddy. It is 
also well adapted for sugar, tapioca, and cocoanuts, The forests 
supply timber, rattans, nibongs, nipa leaves, &e. for the Penang 
market, and the inner tracts are said to be rich in tin. 

We aro glad to learn that the convict settlement at Port 
Blair is now progressing very favourably in every respect under 
Captain Haughton’s management.

Raw Six.—SuancHat.—There has been more activity in the market, 
consequent on the 26th March account from Europe being considered as 
showing signs of improvement. ‘Throwns have commanded the principal 
attention, in consequence of a comparatively heavy reduction in the Prices 
asked. In the better sorts of Tsatlees the prices bave only given way 
about 5 taels, and inferior sorts and Taysaams have declined fully 10taels 
per picul, whilst Thrown have been freely offered at from 15 to 25 taels 
reduction. The reports from the interior of the expected crops are still 
satisfactory, and visitors recently returned thence state that both the worms 
and mulberry leaves are unusually abundant, Should the Rebels not in- 
terfere with the production or the transit, there is every prospect of a good 
yield. Musters of new silk may be looked for in about a fortnight, and 
will probably go forward by next steamer. The transactions of the fort- 
night are estimated at 1.500 bales, making the prices—‘Tsatlees, No. 1 
and 2 none; No. 8, Tls. 395 to 405; No. 4, Tls. 370 to 890; No. 5, 
‘Tis, 340 to 360.‘ Taysaams, Nos. 1 and 2, none ; fair to middting, No. 
8, Tis. 270 to 200; Nos. 4 and 5, Tis. 240 to 265. Hangchow Hong

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CASUALTIES. 

The Fgmont, from Shanghai to England, was hove on her beam ends 
during a typhoon on the Sth and 6th of May, when she was compelled to 
cut away a jibboom, fore-topgallant, and royal mast, also main topmast, 
topgallant, and royal masts; lost starboard bulwarks, started covering 
board, and stanchcons. After the vessel righted there was five feet of 
water in the hold. Lost one boat, and several sails. 

The Osprey, from Saigon to Hong Kong, with rice, struck on a shoal 
of the West Edge of the Paracels on the 8th May, and in eighteen hours 
the ship was alinost sunk, the starbeard bow ouly being above water. 
Captain and Mrs. Allen, Mr. Cole, a passenger, and seven men took to 
the longboat, and were attacked three times by pirates, who completely 
stripped them of every thing, but they succeeded in reaching Macao on 
the 19th in the Margaret Dundas. The pinnace, with second officer, 
carpenter, and three apprentices, reached the coast on the 13th with the 
longboat, but parted on the arrival of the pirates, and was ullimately towed 
by a fishing-boat into Macao. 

‘The Albert Edward, in running up the Bamboo Town onthe 17th May, 
was hailed by the Golden West to put her helm in a certain way, which 
resulted in the Albert Edward’s helm being hard aport and the Golden 
West's to starhoard, the effect being a collision, in which “the Albert Ed™ 
ward was cut down to her copper, right through the topgallant forccastle + 
her foremast going by the Pood aioe ee a carrot, taking with it the 
main topgallant mast, and all the gear between it and the flying jibboom, 
‘The Albert Edward is now in dock, the Go.den West is in Hong Kong, 
and who pays the damage is to be a question for the Admiralty Court, 

The crew of the steamer Sit Jamsctjee Jejecbhoy were frizhtened from 
their propriety on the last passage to Hong Kong. ‘There were some two 
dozen passengers on board, and in the middle of the night they set up a 
tremendous hullabaloo, in the supposition, it is though, that the captain, 
Skead, would come below to see what was the matter, when, of course, he 
would become an easy victim. But they mitovk their man, Captain 
Skead simply directed the “look out” to lock the hatch bars, and ep 
the passengers down below, while he took aim from a twelve-pounder al 
at a boat which had been accommodating her tacks to the steamer's pro- 
gress, and so induced her to sheer off. In the morning the passengers 
said that one of them had had the nightmare, and so put them all ina 
fright; but there mus: have been something more than that, for the helms- 
man actually ran away from the wheel, and took refuge forward till 
called back by Captain Skead.

THE TRADE OF CANTON. 

Having now the official returns, compiled by the Foreign 
Inspectors of Customs, for the second half-year, we are enabled 
to give an abstract of the general trade of the Port of Canton 
for 1860, aud it is highly satisfactory to notice, by the latest 
returns, the progress that it is making, both in imports and 
exports. The value of the for former were, in the second half 
of the year, a quarter of a million sterling in excess of those 
of the first half of the year, while the;exports in the same 
period-were about one and a quarter million sterling in excess, 
The aggregate value of the import trade for the year is shown 
to have been £4,353,744, and of the exports £3,838,939, or 
a total foreign or external trade of £8,192,683. 

Although considerably behind Shanghai in its exports of tea 
and silk, the shipments of these staples would scem to be 
rallying. The total {export of tea from Cunton in the past 
year was 35,101,8111b. of which 2,008,410 1b. only was 
green, and tho rest black. 30,616,509 lb. were sent to Great 
Britain direct, and 2,287,344 Ib. to Hong Kong for shipment, 
The United States took 1,313,220 Ib. of tea from Canton, and 
Australia, Bombay, and’South America a few hundred pounds 
each, The shipments of silk in the year were 5,489 piculs of 
raw and 82 of thrown, besides 4,982 piculs of coarse, 168 of 
refuse, and 23 of cocoons. The United States took 492 piculs 
of raw silk, Bombay 912 piculs, and the rest nearly all came 
to Great Britain, As will be judged by the previous figures, 
it was principally on the ‘last half of the year that the great 
bulk of the shipments of tea and silk were made. 

The shipping entered inwards in the port in the half-year 
ending December, 1860, numbcred 540 vessels, measuring 
178,582 tons, of which 134 ships and 67,483 tons were in 
ballast, The clearances numbered 528 ships and 170,229 
tons, of which 124 and 64,202 tons left in ballast, The ves- 
sels under British flags entered inwards were 113 of 59,798 
tong, and 65 river steamers and lorchas of 8,725 tons. Under 
the American flag 43 square rigged vesscls of 36,108 tons, uit 
239 river steamers of 42,616 tous. The summary of duties 
paid in the half-year was 962,541 taels, of which 628,234 was 
paid by British shipping and 281,805 by American ships, 
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Continental LEntelligence. 
FRANCE. 

General Ignatieff is at present in Paris. This Gencral distin- 
guished himself at the Congress of Paris by causing the fron- 
tiers marked out by the negotiators to be rectified to the 
advantage of Russia, and by so doing added to his country an 
extent of abont two hundred kilometres.’ A lucky chance has 
also enabled him since then to render a still greater service to 
Russia, He will be better knowh to our readers as the nego- 
tiator of the Treaty with China, which incorporated with the 
Siberian territory an extent of nearly two thousand square 
kilometres. 

The official reception of the Siameso Ambassadors by the 
Emperor took place on the 28th ult. at Fontainebleau. The 
prescnts which the Ambassadors are charged to present to His 
Majesty were sent off early in the morning. Independently of 
the Order of the White Elephant, studded with diamonds, these 
presents consist of a crown of massive gold, covered with 
diamonds ; a gold waist-belt, with a plate ornamented with 
-diamonds ; gold dishes, richly enamelled, of enormous weight ; 
-and a number of palanquins, thrones, arms, &c. The crown, 
swhich is of 8 conical form, is covered with a band of very thin 
‘caoutchouc, on which the diamonds are placed, so that at a 
little distance it resembles pile of precious stones. The 
cortége, after passing through the town, entered the Palace by 
the Cour d'Honneur. A battalion of the Guard was drawn up 
in the court, and paid the usual military honours, and a detach- 
ment of Cuirassiers was stationed on either side on the grand 
staircase and in the gallery. The Ambassadors were received 
at the foot of the staircase by the Grand Master “and the First 
Master of the Ceremonies. Their Majesties, having near them 
the Prince Imperial, were seated on a throne erected for the 
purpose in the gallery Henri II., and were surrounded by the 
great officers of the Crown, and the great officers and ladies of 
their households, The Minister of Foreign Affairs was also 
present, The Ambassadors and their suite, on entering the 
gallery Henri IT., went on their knees and advanced in that way 
to the foot of the throne to their Majesties, as they do in ap- 
proaching their own Sovereigus. The First Ambassador handed 
to the Emperor an address from the First King of Siam, which 
tht Rev. Father Renaudie, missionary and interpreter to the 
Embassy, read in French to their Majesties. The First Am- 
bassador afterwards presented to the Emperor and the Empress 
tho various articles sent by the Kings of Siam, which had been 
laid out beforchand on tables in the gallery. 

The French Government bas received despatches from Cochin 
“China dated Saigon, the 14th of May. Numerous deputations 
had arrived at the French head-quarters since the affair of My- 
Tho, to offer to submit to the French general, so that the 
-country conquered is now placed under the French authority. 
The Envoy of the Viceroy of Cambogia had brought a satisfac- 
tory reply. His submission is accepted, and in return his 
entire private property has been guaranteed to him. If he 
wishes.to remain in office he is to have the highest position in 
the local Government. Tis son, who is young and active, has 
been offered a commission in the native corps which is being 
raised to serve with the French. It is expected that this corps 
will be of great service to the French, as the Annamites who 
are to compose it are to be well paid, well fed, and well armed. 
The accounts from the capital are sad. The King had pub- 
lished an edict, sentencing all to death who should have any 
intercourse with the French. He caused the general who com- 
manded the right wing of the army at the attack of the forts 
of Ki-Hoa to be exccuted in the great square of Hué. The 
unfortunate man had behaved gallantly on the occasion, and 
had been invited by the Emperor to come to Hué to receive a 
reward, When the Commander-in-Chief heard of the fate of 
his companion in arms he committed suicide. These facts 
had detached many adherents of the Emperor, and in- 
duced them to scck Fronch protection, The French au- 
thorities expect that they will have possession of the 
entire of the Annamite territory within a year or ¢ 
The Annamite empire forms the eastern part of the In 
Chinese Peninsula, situated between Hindostan, China, the 
Gulf of Bengal, and the Ocean. The possession of this vast 
territory will give France considerable influence in Asiatic 
affairs. The Annamite Cambogia, of which the French have 
completed the conquest, is considered by the French as a 
most valuable colony. Its south-eastern boundary joins the 
kingdom of Siam, the Government of which is now seeking an 








alliance with France. Its extent is 14,000 square leagues. At 
the date of the despatches militery operations were suspended, 
and the troops were occupied in repairing the fortifications and 
in building a lighthouse on the point of Cape St. James. Mea- 
sures are being adopted by the Minister of War to organise a 
corps of 2,000 men, which, with the native troops, are to 
form the garrison of the new colony, which, it is expected, 
will be sufficient not only to maintain possession of the con- 
quered province, but to attack and conquer Hué, the residence 
of the Emperor. 

Another despatch, received somewhat earlier, states that all 
military operations will be discontinued in the district of Hud, 
that Vice-Admiral Charnier, commanding the French naval 
force in Cochin China, has solicited his recal, in consequenca 
of ill-health, and that the troops are said to be suffering greatly 
from the climate. A letter from Toulon says that a corps of 
Spahis are being recruited in Algeria for Cochin China. The 
writer of the letter adds that the Annamites are unfit for ca- 
valry, being unable to learn to ride. The French cavalry in the 
new colony is consequently to be formed of Spahis from Algeria 
and Tagals recruited in the Philippine Islands, who are naturally 
accomplished horsemen. 

At the Paris Biennial Exhibition, M. Delamarre exhibits four 
pictures, “The Occidentalist,” the “ Lantern-painter,” the 
“Toa Merchant,” and “Chinese Fishermen,” which belong es- 
pecially to our field. Two of them are engraved in the J//us- 
trated London News of June 29th, and are thus described in 
detail :-— 

“The Lantern painter’ portrays a native of Canton paint- 
ing, with mucl gravity, large Chinese characters upon a lantern 
already ornamented with antique figures, His manner of 
manipulating the brush or pencil is imitated from nature by 
the French artist. By the side of the lantern-painter is a 
Chinese of a higher class making some observations. In the 
background there isa female holding a lantern. The interior 
is decorated with small columns and carvings in red wood, 
similar in colour to that known as Peking lake or dull vermilion. 
‘The Occidentalist’ is the name the artist has given to the 
Chinese savant who studies the politics and literature of the 
Occident. He bears the same relation to the Chinese that an 
Orientalist does to Europeans, This picture represents o blue 
mandarin endeavouring to understand the books and news- 
papers of Europe, particularly those of England and France. 
On the table at which he is studying are The Times and the 
HMoniteur. The wrinkles on his forehead indicate a supreme 
effort to comprehend the writing of “those interesting bar- 
barians "—notions which he cannot at all reconcile with his 
previously-conceived ideas of the perfection of Chinese civili- 
sation. The principles advanced by the European documents 
seem to embarrass him more than the words of the foreiga 
languages of which he has made himself the master. The 
wooden lattice-work in the background is very characteristic. 
In some cases it is completely open, but occasionally the in- 
terstices are filled up with glass or other transparent material.” 

Aletter from Toulon of the 9th inst. states that the steam fri- 
gates Gomer and Labrador sailed that day for Cochin China with 
artillery and marines’; seventeen Sisters of Charity proceeded 
to Cochin China by the same conveyance. The steam-transport 
Sevre is waiting orders to follow, Accounts were received at 
Toulon by the Indian mail of the death of Captain Cauase, of 
the Imperial navy, one of the five superior officers sent to 
Cochin China to serve under the orders of Admiral Charner, 
Captain Causse died in the harbour of Aden of apoplexy. 

Advices from Egypt state that Mr. Lange, the English agent 
of the Suez Canal Company, reached Alexandria on the 18th of 
June, and that M. de Lesseps left the next day for France, 
Mr. Lange was about to start for Port Said, and then to tra- 
verse the track along which the canal works are going on. The 
Viceroy had granted his steamer, and Mr. Colquhoun, the Bri- 
tish Consul-General, with Mr. Saunders, having agreed to join 
the expedition, it was now definitely arranged that they should 
all leave on the 29th. The necessary instructions had been 
sent to prepare camels, horses, &., to meet them, and Mr. 
Lange had full powers to inspect the books and everything 
connected with the project. According to last reports there 
were 8,000 men at work. ms

« We have received No. 80 of Vol. XIII, of the Annales de la Sainte 
Enfance. ‘The association by which this work is published has for its 
object the salvation of youthfel Chinese, and from not more than twenty 
five dioceses it obtained in the year 1860 the sum of 487,300f.

A pagan perceiving him said, ‘ You are aphysician—come 
quickly, my child is dying! Manuel hastened to the house indicated; a 
child whose body was much swollen was shown to him, He examin d the 
child and put his band on its forehead. ‘There,’ said he, ‘is the seat of 
the malad: forehead is much heated, and must be refreshed. Bring 
a little water!’ He touched the forehead again. * Yes,’ said he, ‘a little 
water is required,’ and he baptined. the child without any one knowing what 
he was doing. ‘ The head of the child is very feverish,’ he said afterwards ; 
‘the malady is grave, I will return to-morrow.’ The next day he went to 
the house, but ‘the little angel was already in heaven. Further on we 
read:—‘ A couple of idolators attending our schools had a child who 
learned some prayers, and heard speak of the virtue of the crou. One 
day the father faving something the matter with his hand, the child made 
secretly the sign of the cross on it, and an almost instantaneous cure took 
place—an event which greatly excited the child’s confidence in that ador- 
able symbol. On another occasion when his little sister, aged about four 
years, had an attack of fever, he resolved to cure her as he had done his 

t. He accordingly took her to a corner, made her recite the Pater 
and the Ave, accompanied by the sign of the cross, and the little girl was 
immediately cured!’ Is it not to be lamented that religious associations, 
whether authorised or not, should publish such tales? _Is that manner be- 
coming of administering the sacrament of baptism which is described ? 
And are not statements of cures effected by means of a Pater and an Ave 
of a nature to keep alive ignorance and superstition? We appeal to our 
readers to judge.” i 


RUSSIA, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
. Sr. Pererssure, July 8, 

An overland letter from Peking states that the insurgent 
forces are daily increasing in number, avd advancing rapidly 
towards the capital. San-Van, the commander-in-chief of the 
Emperor's army, continues to suffer one defeat after another, 
and in one encounter with the rebels was nearly taken prisoner. 
Evidently encouraged with their success, the Tae-pings are 
preparing to attack Peking, their advanced posts being already 
moved forward to within 200 wersts of the city. The work of 
rebuilding the Emperor's Summer Palace is being carried on 
with extraordinary rapidity, and makes great progress, which is 
not to be wondered at, as there are no less than seven 
hundred labourers employed on the works daily. Tho recon- 
struction of the palace bears evident marks of an admixture of 
-European architecture. The Bagdo Chan was still residing at 
Jok-he, having postponed his return to Peking till tho autumn, 
but it is expected that when that period arrives a fresh post- 
ponement will be made. The Emperor's favourite minister, Sou- 
Soug, a man of insupportable pride and highly unpopular, has 
been grievously wounded by some high personage, and is said 
.to he in considerable danger. The caravan from Kiachta had 
not arrived when the letter was despatched, but was looked for 
in n few days. 

A letter from a Russian Missionary at Peking contains the 
following :—“ The good news that God has been pleased to 
grant us the means for the holy work of propagating his Di- 
vine precepts within the limits of this vast empire, redoubled 
my impatience to pay a visit as oon os possible to our Chris- 
tian villagers, established about half Jay between Tane-tsin and 
Peking, a short distance from the high road, in the village of 
Doun-dine-agne. This village has long beeu an object of pecu- 
liar interest for our mission; but it is ouly lately that I—the first 
pioneer of the missionaries,—have been enabled to effect my 
intentions, after overcoming many difficulties thrown purposely 
in my way. Christianity has long since been professed by the 
inhabitants of this village, but they were nearly cut off from all 
communication with the Russian missionaries, and they had 
had no opportunity of having their wives and children bap- 
tised. The result of my visit was that I have been euabled to 
send them an enlightened and pious missionary to instruct them 
in the principles of Christianity during the whole of the season 
of Lent, after which they will make a public profession of their 
creed, and be admitted by baptism into the bosom of the Chris- 
tian Church. It is for this object that I have spent the sum 
placed at my disposal, which, I hope, will meet the expectations 
of the generous benefactors who subscribed to the fund.” 

Russian journals state that a mutiny had broken out in the

non-payment of arrears due to the troops. 

Accounts have been received here that the Emperor of China 
is about to send a numerous embassy to Paris and London, 
‘They will proceed overland through Siberia, and make evme 
atuy in this city on their way to France and England. * 

‘The General commanding the army in the Caucasus has sent 
in an official report from the Commandant of the naval station 
at Bakou, announcing the appearance of a new island in the 


—————— 
Caspian Sea, between Bakou and Lenkoran. The officer in 
command of the schooner Tourkmene, employed in surveying 
and sounding the Caspian, reports, under the 9th (21st) of 
May, that having left Lenkoran on the 7th, and just passed 
the island called Pogorelaia-Plita, he perceived on the horizon 
an islaud that did not exist there previously. After having at- 
tentively examined it, and walked all over it, he describes it as 
composed of torn and jagged clods of earth, the surface alone 
being scarcely dry, whilst all beneath was Jiquid and warm, 
This new island is about twelve leagues from Svinoi Island, and 
about the same size. Its elevation is eighteen feet above the 
level of the sea, and there can be no question of its recent 
volcanic origin. Bakou lies at the foot of the range of moun- 
tains of the Caucasus on the western coast of the Caspian Sea; 
and the island of Svinoi, which is marked on all good maps, is 
about fifteen miles from the land. 

Colonel Balouzek, one of the Emperor’s aides-de-camp, lately 
appointed Minister Resident at Peking, accompanied by his lady 
and their suite, as well as by Colonel Boborikine, the Russian 
Consul for Ourga in China, arrived on the 28th of April (10th 
of May) at Irkutsk, where they intended to repose from tho 
fatigues of their overland journey for a few days, and then 
proceed by the caravan route to the Chinese capital. 

Private accounts from Siberia state that the frontier Custom- 
house is shortly to be removed from Kiachta either to Irkutsk 
or some station on the banks of Lake Baikal. 

Our money market is in an alarming state, and great fear— 
amounting almost to a panic—prevails everywhere, so that 
silver and gold have totally disappeared, being hoarded up by 
their fortunate holders. The principal proprietors of mines, 
as well as the cotton spinning establishments, aro in great diffi- 
culties, The sugar refiners demand subsidies from Government 
to the amount of several millions. In many of the manufac- 
tories the workmen are discharged for the present, and all busi- 
neas is at a standstill. Several of the great contractors for 
farming the privilege of selling spirits have failed and others 
are tottering. Many industrial undertakings and joint-stock 
companies are winding up their affairs, and shares inundate 
the market, and are not tobe sold, even at 50 and 60 per 
cent. under par. Discount is nominally 10 per cent. ; but 
money in reality commands a much higher rate, and large col- 
lateral security is demanded for cash advances. The produce - 
market is completely paralysed ; all goods unsaleable. 


HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, July 10, 

At length the great question of the new Governor-General 
of Netherlands India vice His Excellency Mynheer Pahud, whose 
period of service in the East has expired, is finally settled by the 
official announcement in the Staats Courant of the appointment, 
as mentioned hurriedly in my last, of Baron L. A. J. W. Sloet 
van de Beele, hitherto President of the Board of Inspection of 
Railways, to that honourable distinction. The next paragraph 
in the announcement states that the present Governor-General 
of Netherlands India, Mr, Chr. F. Pahud, having tendered his 
resignation, the King has been pleased to accept the same. 
Although these alterations aro only now gazetted in this coun- 
try, the Royal Decrees (Nos. 14 and 15) containing the above 
are dated the 23rd of June, and were sent out by the last 
overland mail to Singapore, whence they will be forwarded in 
the usual way by the Dutch mail steamer to Batavia, The 
Baron is well known as a nobleman of enlightened views and 
liberal opinions, and in every way well qualified for the high 
position which he is called to fill. His appointment is thus in 
perfect conformity with the principles enunciated by the Colo- 
nial Minister in the late debates of the States General. Never- 
theless it has created some surprise that the selection has been 
made of a man who has never yet filled any responsible office 
abroad, and, indeed, never even been in India. It is also worthy 
of remark that amongst the legion of names mentioned at dif- 
forent times as the successor of Mr. Pahud, that of Baron Sloet 
It is, however, but fair 
to suppose that the Colonial Minister would not have recom- 
mended him for the office, nor the King have sanctioned and 
confirmed the appointment, without being fully convinced that 
he will prove to be the right man in the right place ; and thus 
it is to be hoped that by his conduct he will justify the confi- 
dence placed in him by his sovereign, and wield the large 
amount of authority with which he is invested with credit to 
himself and with satisfaction to the Government. It is under-

stood that the Baron goes out by the present overland mail to 
undertake at once the duties of his new appointment. 

The official announcement of the sudden suspension of the 
second bi-monthly China mail has created a great and painful 
sensation in mercantile circles, as this country has a large inte- 
rest at stake, second only to England, in the continuance of 
two mails a month as hitherto, and contributes indirectly a 
considerable share towards defraying the expenses, the number 
of letters sont to and from Holland amounting to nearly ten 
thonsand by each mail, thus giving an aggregate of about 
250,000 letters in the year, not to mention the passengers, 
specie, and other remittances, as well as books, parcels, and 
fine goods, to and from Netherlands India, Great’ hopes ‘are 
entertained that the British Government will reconsider the 
matter and reinstate the second or bi-monthiy mail, so that 
the merchants in this country may also profit by and participate 
in the status quo ante as heretofore. 

In the Sccond Chamber of the States Genoral, Mr. van Bosse 
lately begged leave to ask the Colonial Minister about a book 
that has lately appeared on the Dutch East India possessions, 
“Java; or, How to Manage a Colony,” * written by an English- 
man (Mr, Money), containing information, which purports to 
be taken from ofticial documents, obtained for him through the 
medium of the British Consul at Batavia. Amongst other 
things the work contains, he said, copious documents concern- 
ing the revenue and expenditure from the year 1817 down to 
1857. He, therefore, wished to know if the figures given in 
the book may be relicd on as official, and if so, whether it is 
officially correct for the Governor-General to allow a foreigner 
to inspect documents that have not been laid before the Second 
Chamber. On the proposal of the President the permission 
asked for was granted, a day to be named at a future sitting 
for putting to the Minister for the Colonies the questions, to 
allow him time to prepare the needful answers, 

The King has appointed the following gentlemen to be-mem- 
bers of the Commission for the final examination of students 
at the Royal Academy of Delft, destined for employment in the 
Civil Service in Netherlands India ;—Mr, J. A, Kurenaer, Direc- 
tor of the Academy ; Major General J. P. Delprat, Member of 
the Second Chamber of the States General ; Mr, D. A. Junius 
van Hemert, late Director of Finances and Domains in Java, 
now on leave of absence in this country; Mr. J. G. Gallois, 
ex-Resident of Rembang; Mr. H. P. Potter, ex-Resident 
of Tagal; Mr. J. R. Couperus, Member of tho Supreme 
Court in Netherlands India, now on leave of absence here ; 
Mr, T. Roorda; Mr. A, van der Gon Netscher, of Delft; Dr. J. 
Pynappel; Mr. S, Keyzer, Professor of Oriental Languages ; 
Mr, D. J. Storm Buysing, Chief Engineer of Water Works and 
Professor of Hydraulics ; Dr. G. van Wieringen-Boaski, teacher 
of Oriental languages ; and Dr. E. Mulder, teacher of Chemistry. 
There are cleven competitors for the appointment of Civil 
Officers of the First Class, and "seventeen for the Second Class. 
The examinations have commenced, and the following gentle- 
men passed for the First Class :—Wgssrs. J. Bousquet, Baron 
W. van Dedem, P. Deketh, H. J. Nahuys, and H. Semler. 

Baron J.C. W. van Heckeerentot Walien, of the East India 
Civil Service, late Assistant Resident of Tebing-Tingie, in the 
Residency of Palembang, Island of Sumatra, now or leave of 
absence in this country, has at his own request been permitted 
to retire from the Service with a pension for life. 

Tho following gentlemen are confirmed in their appointments 
by the Governor-General :—Mr. J. Blok, late Resident of Ta- 
panocle (West Coast of Sumatra), to be Resident of Ternate ; 
Mr. C. do Waal, to be Secretary of Government; Mr. A. J. 
Hamers, to be Assistant Resident of Tebing-Tingie ; Mr. J. Ar- 
nold to be Assistant Resident of Siak, and Mr. C. Boers, to be 
Secretary of the Residency of Banjoemaas. 

Chief Engincer Audemans has published a continuation of 
his triangulations, longitudes, and astronomical and physical 
observations. One of the principal results achieved by this 
Jearncd savant is the confirmation of the geographical longitude 
for soveral important places in Netherlands India; thus, that 
of Batavia is ascertained to bo 106 deg. 48 min. 7°65 sec. eas' 
and the difference of mean time between that city and London 
(Greenwich), is 7 hours 7 min. 12} sec. Cheribon is found to 
lie 1 deg. 45 min. 50°55 sec, and Samarang 3 deg. 36 min. 
59'1 eastward of Batavia. 

It is now ‘confirmed that Rear-Admiral G. Vogelpoot, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Naval forces in Netherlands India, 
hhas been superseded at his own request, his successor being ap- 
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pointed in the person of Rear-Admiral May, Naval Aide-de- 
camp of Prince Henry. Rear-Admiral Vogelpoot on his arrival 
in this country will be appointed Director of the Royal Dock- 
yard at Vliessingen and Commandant of the naval forces there, 

Captains (R.N.) C. J. Berghuis, B. G. Escher, and J. May are 
promoted to the rank of Schout-by-Nacht, equivalent to that of 
Rear-Admiral in the British service. A further promotion has. 
taken place in the Dutch navy, viz. :—Four captain-lieutenauts 
to be captains, four first-class lieutenants to bo captain lieu- 
tenants, six second-class lieutenants to first-class, and twenty 
midshipmen to be second-class lieutenants. 

It is understood that as soon as the new sbeam frigate 
Adolph of Nassau is launched and equipped she will be com- 
missioned for home service, instead of the flonting battery Vep- 
tunus (the cut down line of battle ship De Zeeux), which will 
be put out of commission and laid up again in ordinary, the 
officers and crew being transferred to the frigate. This, hows 
ever, cannot be done carlier than September or October. 

Government has received intelligence that the steam corvette 
Merapi, Captain-Lieutenant R. L. de Haes, from the East India 
station, arrived on the 15th of May in Simon's Bay (Cape of 
Good Hope), and sailed for this country on the 23rd of same 
month. All well on board. 

The Royal Netherlands Yacht Club has given notice that the 
annual regatta will commence on the 20th of July at Rotter- 
dam. According to the programme published, there are to be 
twenty-one different nowing and sailing matches, with prizes in 
money, medals, silver oars, silk flags, and several gold and silver 
cups to be competed for, This regatta is very popular and al- 
ways attracts a large concourse of visitors, both from this coun- 
try and abroad. 

The steam corvette Djambi having steamed out to the Outer 
Roads of Nieuwe Deep, sailed for her destination (Curagoa) on 
the Ist of July. In hauling out of the harbour a hawser 
snapped, and broke the leg of one of the sailors. 

Another fourth-class screw steam corvette, called De Amstel, 
has been launched at the dockyard here since my last, and sent 
down to the Helder, to be fitted for immediate service, She 
is supposed to bo destined to reinforce the squadron assembling 
at Curagoa for the coast of South America. 

Lieutenant (first class) van Rhyn, R.N., has been sent out 
to Port Mahon to watch the progress in the health of the 
sailors belonging to the frigate Evertson, suffering from ophthal- 
mia, and left in the hospital there. a 

Captain Dittloff Tjassens, R.N., has retired from the service 
with a pension, and Captain Braam-Houckgeest, RB.N,, is. 
appointed in his stead Superintendent of the Royal Dockyard 
at Nieuwe Deep. 

Orders have been given to accelerate the fitting out of the 
steamers Bromo and Sindoro, for the reinforcement of the East, 
India station. 

The Vesuvius, Lieutenant A. Schotberg, sailed from Helvoet- 
sluys on the 4th inst. for Cufagoa, after exchanging the usual 
salutes with the batteries on her departure. 

The Colonial Minister gives notice that a second-class en- 
gineer is wanted for service in the steam squadron in Nether 
lands India. Salary to commence at 350 florins per month 
(£350 per annum), with a riso of 30 florins per month for 
every three years’ period of service till it reaches the maximum 
of 500 florins (£500 per annum).

Parliamentary Antelligence, 
HOUSE OF LORDS. 


IREIGATION AND INLAND NAVIGATION: IN INDIA. 
(5th), Lord Suarressoay moved that a humble address be presented 
‘to her Majesty to assure her Majesty thet this House had regarded with great 
satisfaction the progress of public works in various parts of India, and to 
heseech her Majesty that, with a view to confer further benefit ‘on that 
country, she will be pleased to take into her immediate and serious consi- 
eration the means of extending throughout it as widely as possible the 
‘best systems of irrigation and internal navigation. He prefaced his motion 
by dwelling wpon the importance of an adequate supply of cotton to tha 
country, and the expediency of encouraging the growth of cotton in India 
and Australia, The principal requisites for promoting the growth of 
cotton in India were an extensive system of irrigution to fertilise the soil, 
and a system of inland navigation for carrying the produce to the coast. 
India, from its conformation, presented great facilities both for the pur- 
‘poses of irrigation and the construction of canals, labour being plentiful 
and cheap. In addition to these advantages these works were extremely 
ble, they protected’ the districts they traversed from famines and 
and at the sare time thet they promoted the geveral welfare of the 
‘country they increased the revenues of the Government by rendering salt 
cheaper, and thereby increasing the demand for it. Having shown that by 
the opening up of the Godavery all these benefits would be gained, Lord 
roceeded to show the capabilities of India for supplying Eng. 
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land wth cotton and flax, if only it could be made sufficiently remunera- 
tive by providing roads and canals to bring it down for shipping from the 
anterior. At the same time that the promotion of cotton calavation would 
benefit India it would do more than anything else to put an end to slavery 
im America, He concluded by showing by stalistics the enormous 
d@orease in the value of property in districts properly irrigated.— 
Lord pg Gazy and Biron acknowledged the importance of extending 
public works in India, and showed from a recent speech of Mr. Laing at 
Calcutta that ¢ 5,900,000 had been taken up for works for 1860-1, an in. 
‘crease of £230,000 on the previous year, which would give an increase 
pet expenditure on roads and canals of about half a million, as.less would 





made to reduce the military expenditure in India, and to lay out an in- 
creased amount on works of irrigation and on the improvement of com- 
wunication, If Lord Shaftesbury meant to imply that the Government 
‘ought to borrow money to carry out these works, he doubted whether the 
money market could raise a much greater amount than was absolutely re= 
quired for the purposes of Indian railroads. He hoped, as the Govern- 
ment was acting in the spirit of the motion, that Lord Shaftesbury would

He, therefore, moved the previous question.—The Duke of ARGYLL 
said that the revenues of India were already greatly burdened by the ex-

£57,000,000 on account of public works, and that they were still further 
pledged for the present year. Under such circumstances the Govern- 
ment did not feel itself justified in entertaining any proposition for a 
further advance. — Lord Haars having made a few remarks, the previous 
question was carried, Lord Shaftesbury having recognised the iunpossi- 
bility of carrying the motion which he had brought forward,

THE POSITION OF FRANCE IN THE EAST. 

A.wost every mail brings us news from CocHin Curxa which 
has a strange political, if not commercial, significance. Quietly 
and steadily the French are establishing a position in that 
country. The fighting in some cases has been severe enough, 
and the loss from dysentery and other discases is, we suspect, 
far beyond the official announcements ; but, in spite of all, the 
French have pushed their way on and are pushing on still, and 
when once they have established a military position in the 
country, we may be sure that neither the unhealthiness of the 
climate, nor the persistent hostility of the natives, will ever 
succeed in dislodging them, for this position affords to France 
that hold upon the East, to attain which has been her settled 
aim for years. The brilliant prospects which seemed before 
her in India a hundred years ago vanished, indeed, even while 
she gazed upon them. It was British endurance and energy, 
following up the splendid successes of Cttve, that created a 
mighty empire for England in that country ; but when France 
felt her power waning, and when her East India Company was 
dissolved, the wish to rule in the East was as strong as ever, 
and there needed nothing but a favourable opportunity in order 
for her to give full vent to her ambitior. 

The flimsy pretest which in the first place drew the French 
troops into Cochin China cannot, it is obvious, afford any 
valid reason fora military occupation of the country. Long 
before this they have had a full and terrible revenge for the 
alleged injury inflicted on their Missionaries. The flimsy pre- 
text wo say, for Christianity acknowledges a precisely opposite 
rule of action, and if the French Missionaries died at their 
post as martyrs to their faith, they fell as thousands have 
fallen before, and could not if they were “good men and true” 
have wished for vengeance on their enemies. Not thus can 
Christianity be ‘promulgated in the world, not thus can the 
Divine message of peace and good-will be delivered to heathen 
nations. The French people know this as well as we do, the 
French Emperor knows it, and if they assert, notwithstanding, 
that their object has been to inflict a righteous retribution, 
they will not expect that such an assertion will be credited in 
Europe. ‘The truth is that by the occupation of Cochin China 
France becomes a power in the East ; by this occupation, if she 
cannot command the trade of China, she will be able to influ- 
ence it, and, in case of war, materislly to damage our 
interests in the China Sea’ There can be little doubt 
that Saigon will, ere long, become one of the most im- 
portant of French colonies. It affords almost un- 
equalled advantages for the establishment of a naval station, 
and at the same time the occupation’ of Metho places the 
whole trado of Camboja under French control. Thus France 
will be the medium for supplying the great markets of India 
and China with the valuable products of the country. 

‘We see, from the most recent despatches, that the French 
expect to have entire possession of the Annawite territory in a 
year or two. This will give France an influence in Asiatic 
affairs such as she has never before possessed. The next 
movement will be to attack and conquer Hué, the residence of 


the Emperor. She will then possess 8 magnificent 

the command of harbours and navigable rivers, and all the re- 
sources which she requires for establishing her position in the 
East. Meanwhile, we English may thank ourselves for the de- 
triment, the expense, and, to some extent, the loss of prestige 
which the military occupation of Cochin China bids fair to in- 
flict upon us. By seeking the aid of France in the war with 
China, we may be said to have introduced her to that part of 
the East, to have shown her its treasures, and its capabilities. 
If ever war should again break out between France and Eng. 
land, our merchants in the Far East, as well as our statesmen at 
home, will bitterly rue the day when we sought by an unnatural 
and injudicious clliance to secure those privileges to which we 
were entitled, and which we were perfectly able to obtain with- 
out any extraneous assistance. 


THE EUPHRATES VALLEY ROUTE TO INDIA. 

In the City article of The Times of the 1st inst. some forcible 
remarks are made on the uncertain policy of the Goverament. 
in promoting schemes to which its aid has been pledged. The 
reader is reminded that some years back a distinct engagement: 
was entered into to assist the development of the Euphrates 
route to India both for telegraphic and general purposes, in 
consequence of which a number of shareholders were induced 
to embark money in the undertaking. Stibsequently, however, 
it was resolved in preference to guarantee £800,000 to the 
Red Sea line. Truly does the writer say that “it will long be 
remembered as a painful warning to investors that even at the: 
present epoch in England it is unsafe to trust the pecuniary 
pledges of sny set of politicians.” Unfortunately this instance 
of bad faith, which it is understood arose from deference to the 
wishes of the French Expgror is but one instance amongst: 
many. It is evident that the Red Sea cable will always be 
liable to interruptions, which are almost certain to turn up at 
the very moment when some great necessity is felt to com- 
municate with our Indian possessions. We certainly do not- 
recommend the abandonment of the Red Sea cable, which 
would involve a loss to the country of £800,000 ; but, on the 
contrary, wemaintain that, bothon financial and political grounda, 
it is the duty of the Government to remedy its defects since at, 
present the sum of £320,000, which they are paying annually 
as guaranteed interest, is entirely sunk. From what the CHAN- 
cELLOR of the Excuxqusr said lately in the House, as reported 
in our last issue, we are glad to perceive that Government intend 
to take carly steps in the matter, and we understand that Sir 
Ciartes Bateur and Mr. Later Cuark are vow engaged in 
preparing a report of the probable expense necessary to repair 
the injured cable. 

It is not too much to say that there is no existing or pro- 
jected railroad that can for a moment compare, in point of 
interest and importance, with that of the Euphrates Valley. It 
brings two quarters ofthe globe into juxta position, and three 
Continents—Europe, Asia, and Australia—into co-relation. It 
binds the vast population of Hindostan by an iron link with 
the people of Europe, it inevitably entails the colonisation and 
civilisation of the great valleys of the Euphrates and Tigris, the 
resuscitation in’a modern shape of Babylon and Nineveh, and the 
reawakening of Ctesiphon and Bagdad ofold. It will also settle 
the mail route to and from Australia and China—an element of 
prosperity of very great importance—for the passenger traffic. 
from the ‘Australian Colonies exceeds ove hundred weekly, and 
ere the railway can be completed will be five times that num- 
ber—of whom more than half will take the shortest route; 
while the number of emigrants from this country who will 
prefer a passage of forty to over eighty days may also be fairly 
expected to be very large. 

According to Sir Jonny Macnettr, who was assisted in thesurvey 
by Captain Borozss, and the officers of H.M.'s steam ship Strom- 
boli, there is every facility ffor making a harbour in the vicinity 
of theancient port of Sileucia, near the mouth of the Oroistes, and’ 
the country, via Antioch, Killes, and Ailam, to Aleppo, ninety 
iniles in length, presents no engineering difficulty. By making a 
detour, a rich settled country, dotted over with towns and vil- 
lages is accommodated, and branch lines would be unnecessary. 
A large traffic is already in existence, as the toll books, at a 
bridge on the Peoutes, show that about 1,200 camels and horses 
ladon pass each day. ‘This will be the most important portion 
of the railway, from the Mediterranean to the Persian Gulf, the 
link from Sileucia to Aleppo is in itself a complete work, 
having a port at one end and the chief emporium of Mesopote- 








mia at the other, to which the traffic from India, Bagdad, kc, 
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Gonverges. Or should the railway be carried on to the Eu- 
phrates, sixty miles beyond Aleppo, by the route recommended 
by General Cresner and Sir Jonny Macwertt, there would be a 
still more perfect work of about one hundred and fifty miles in 
length, beginning at a port in a great sea and ending at the 
head of a uavigable river in a greater ocean. This would be of 
itself, and by itself, a complete, perfect, aud profitable enter- 
prise,; not only would a new country be opened up to Euro- 
pean enterprise, but a directness in the route to India obtained, 
which few would believe who do not work it out on the map. 

Taking the line of the Austrian railways to Trieste,” thence 
by rail to Tabor Castle, down the stream of the Euphrates and 
by the Persian Gulf to Kurrachee, where the Scinde Railway, 
the first complete Indian line, commences the future net-work 
of Indian lines, the traveller will follow a route as direct as any 
railway can be expected to afford. Eight days and six hours 
will take the traveller through Trieste to Sileucia, thence the 
railway will take him in five hours to the head of the navigable 
waters of the Euphrates. Three days and three hours more 
will see the river voyage completed to Bussorah ; and three 
more days, making in all fourteen—bring the traveller to Kur- 
rachee, where the Scinde Railway keeps the western door of the 
railways of our Indian Empire. Like most of the other rail- 
ways for which India is indebted to Mr. ANDREW, this line 
from Sileucia to Tabor Castle, though complete in itself, is 
regarded by him as the parent of further lines, whose con- 
struction will depend on the success of the parent line, 
and will gradually lessen the distance between the Mcdi- 
terranean and the Persian Gulf. Thus he would extend his 
works by degrees along the valley of the river by Phumsab, 
the ancient Thapsscus, cross thence into Mesopotamia, working 
down the valley by Annah and Hit to the environs of Bagdad, 
aud thence by Babylon and Hillah to the point where the 
-Tigris and the Euphrates join at Kurreab, and the united 
stream becomes deep enouglf for steamers of the largest size. 
Other branches, too, might top the Persian Gulf at Schrister, or 
at Bussorah, where the trade is extensive, and the accommoda- 
tion for ships of large tonnage already ample. 

The extension of the Indian telegraphic lines to Western 
China through Pegu, and thence to Canton and the ports on 
the coast, as proposed by Captain Sprygand his son, is the next 
question which necessarily becomes facilitated by the adoption 
of the Euphrates Valley route, and which cannot fail to engage 


the attention of the Board of Trade and our Ministers, The |' 


map compiled by Capt. Spaye, and which very clearly shows 
the proposed route, has been already fully described and com- 
mented on in this journal. 


THE FRENCH EMPEROR'S EDICT ON THE SLAVE 
TRADE.—FREE EMIGRATION TO BRITISH GUIANA. 
Tue Evperor has addressed a Ictter to the Minister of 

Marine, which appeared untranslated in the morning papers, 

rescinding the present system of virtual slavery, by which the 

French colonies have obtained labourers from the coast of 

Africa, and stating that he has signed a treaty with our Queen 

—* par lequel Sa Majesté Britannique consent a autoriser dans 

Jes provinces de I'Inde soumises 4 sa couronne l'engagement de 

travailleurs pour nos colonies, aux mémes conditions que celles 

observées pour les colonies Anglaises.” 

Right glad are we to welcome the Emperor of the French 
as nider and abettor in the good cause of subverting slavery 
and promoting “free emigration.” The edict, just pub- 
lighed, will indeed strengthen the hands of Mr. Ausriy, the 
agent in China for the “ West India Immigration Committee,” 
and he will no longer be thwarted in his efforts to procure 
really free emigrants by French agents, such as those employed 
in despatching vessels from Shanghai, who, as our readers will 
remember, caused a serious riot in that settlement, in which 
Mr. Lax, an’ English subject, was seriously wounded. In 
fact, owing to their conduct the lives of all foreigners were 
placed in more imminent jeopardy than at any time during 
the war. We sincerely hope that the American Government, 
whose merchant vessels now so largely assist the slave trade 
from China to Cuba, will be disposed to follow the Emperor 
of the French in his laudable efforts. At the present crisis 
with the Southern Slave States such a course of action would 
promote the stability of the Federal Government, and secure 
the moral support of England and France. 

By the mail just arrived from the West Indies we observe 
that the Chapman, Captain Harland, had arrived at Demerara 
on the 9th June from Canton, with 289 Chinese emigrants, and 








<= 
the Mystery, Captain Stop, on the same day, from Hong Kong 
with 357. The Rev. Dr. Lobschield was a passenger by the 
latter vessel. On reference to our files we find the Mystery 
took on board 313 males, 41 females, and 3 children, total 357, 
being the exact number landed. This is another proof of the 
care exercised in despatching these vessels, and the superiority 
of the “ free system” over the traffic to Cuba. 


THE CHARGE AGAINST A BRITISH OFFICER. 

Tue fact that The Times has recently admitted in its columns 
a long letter from Mr. FonsLanqug, describing a visit to the 
Great Wall of China, and that at the same time the China 
papers have descanted in somewhat strong terms on the 
imprudent and jirritating conduct of this officer while on 
the excursion to which his letter relates—seems to justify us 
in making a few remarks upon the subject, The statements 
made in the China Mail, that this officer violated the 9th 
Article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin in going to the Great Wall 
without a passport from the local authorities, or permission 
from an English Consul, that he insisted on a district magis- 
trate supplying him with a vehicle for the purpose, and that he 
and his interpreter were insolent enough to demand admission 
into the Yuen-min-Yuen—are charges which we are loath to 
credit, but which nothing but a distinct and satisfactory denial 
on the part of Mr. FoNBLANQUE can fully rebut. The connec- 
tion between this outrageous conduct, which for the present 
we must take for granted and the suspension of passports by 
Mr. Broce, is denied by some journals and affirmed by others. 
It is perfectly clear that, apart from this occurrefice, Mr. 
Bruce may have had legitimate ground for the issue of this 
order. It is most important that the feelings or prejudices of 
the people should not be roused against us, amd acts which 
would be neither imprudent nor discourteous elsewhere might, 
if they occurred at Peking, have an injurious effect upon British 
interests, Whether then or no Mr. Fonsiaxque’s conduct has 
been the primary cause of this arrangement, we believe that in 
making it Mr. Broce has orercised “the better part of valour,” 
since until Prince Kune and the citizens of Peking have be 
come, as it were, seasoned to the presence of the barbarian, it 
is imperative, while maintaining a dignified attitude, to avoid 
every unnecessary cause of irritation. 


RUMOURS OF OFFICIAL APPOINTMENTS. 


So long as the appointment of Lord Cannia’s successor re- 
mains open we must expect many positive assertions, and a still 
larger number of half-assertions and inuendoes, with reference 
to the new Governor-General of India. Hamlet implored his 
friends not to hint at the visit of his father’s ghost, by imply- 
ing that “they could if they would,” or “they might an they 
list ” unfold a strange story. We might more reasonably make 
the request in the present instance, as we firmly believe that 
nothing positive is known about the matter. The latest 
rumour, and assuredly the least probable, reaches us from 
abroad, and is to the effect that the Duke of Nzwcastie is to 
leave for India at a fixed date, in company with His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Waxes, who is to inaugurate the new 
Order of Indian Chivalry. Then there are other rumours afloat, 
to the effect that Sir C. Woop is to go to the War-office, and 
that Lord Exar is to be placed at the head of the India-cffice. 
We venture to believe that the “Sir Oracle” who fathers these 
reports will find that he has a spurious progeny. 


THE FOREIGN POLICY OF AMERICA. 


To those who are accustomed to watch the policy of America 
in foreign countries, the circumstance of an American expedition 
having sailed up the Yang-tsze is significant enough. There are 
certain words—someof them belouging to our slang vocabulary — 
which we are accustomed to apply to our cousins in the States, 
and which would be inappropriate if applied to any othe: 
people. We call them sharp, smart, go-a-head, ‘cute, wire- 
awake, &., and certainly their conductat times justifies us in the 
use of this inclogant phraseology, The labour and the fighting, 
and fil preliminary difficulties, have to be borne by the old 
country, but no sooner is the field open than America takes 
possession, gains all the privileges, and suffers none of the loss 
or opprobrium, This has been particularly observable in 
China and other parts of the Far East. We do not complain 
of this Yankee briskness—we merely note it as a curious fact 
in psychology. 
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THE SUEZ CANAL AND THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 

‘Taosx of our readers who are well “ posted up” on the sub- 
ject of the Suez Canal, will remember that some time ago the 
project was strongly opposed by Lord Palmerston, while Mr. 
Gladstone, on the other hand, took a different view of the 
matter, considering that, if the French people chose to sink a 
largo amount of capital in the undertaking, it was no concern 
of ours, The views of the Government now appear to have 
entirely changed, and we infer from the fact that Mr, 
Colquhoun, our Consul-General accompanied Mr. Laing on 
his journey of exploration, that an active interest is felt on 
the subject. It is not likely that Mr. Colquhoun would have 
started to examine the canal works unless he had first com- 
municated with our Government, and received permission to 
do so. We may, therefore, reasonably conclude that it is their 
intention neither to let the project alone, as Mr. Gladstone at 
one time advised, nor to denounce it, as Lord Palmerston did 
once, but to show, in some measure, a concern in the under- 
taking. 


THE AMERICAN AMBASSADOR TO CHINA. 

‘Tae Honourable A. BortincaMe, the newly-appointed Ameri- 
can Ambassador to China, is the most prominent of the young 
statesmen of that country. He is indebted to Austria for the 
Chinese Commissionership, as in consequence of his rejection 
by the Court of Vienna, his own Government has transferred 
him to Peking, where a wider ficld awaits him for the display 
of his talents. The Hapsburghs could not endure him, on ac- 
count of the early, earnest, and successful efforts he made in 
Congress for the recognition of Italy. His admiration of Cavour 
and GarreaLp1 wholly disqualifies him for diplomatic service in 
Austria, 


THE TRANSFER OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

THE Straits transfer question is at present in abeyance. We 
have authority for stating that the arrangement has been ap- 
proved of at the Colonial-office, the India-office, and the War- 
Office, but the main obstruction arises from a financial cause, 
and it appears that the Chancellor of the Exchequer stops the 
way. The transfer will, therefore, be postponed until next 
year. There is a difficulty, too, not yet solved, as to who is to 
pay for the fortifications which have been constructed at Singa- 
pore and elsewhere. This expense was incurred by the Indian 
Government, without consulting the Home Government, or 
even the local administration. In our opiuion it would be most 
illiberal of the Imperial Government to suffer any portion of 
this expense to fall upon the Settlements. 


VISIT OF THE SIAMESE AMBASSADORS, 


In consequence of the representation of Sir Robert Schom- 
berg, our Consul at Bangkok, we understand that our Govern- 
ment have invited the Siamese Ambassadors and suite to visit 
London. This friendly act will also be an act of policy, as it 
is most advisable that we should cultivate amicable relations 
with the King of Siam. By a telegram received yesterday we 
learn, that the Ambassadors have accepted the invitation. 








THE LATE HARBOUR MASTER OF HONG KONG. 


Oor readers will remember that in our issue of April 26 we 
mentioned the case of Mr. Inglis, the late harbour master of 
Hong Kong, and urged upon the attention of the Government 
the services rendered by that gentleman. We have now the 
satisfaction of being able to state that Mr. Inglis’s claims have 
been acknowledged, and that on the expiry of his leave on the 
‘Ast September next a pension will be granted in consideration 
of his services and consequent loss of health, 

We learn by the present mail that Mr. Inglis’s friends and 
well-wishers in Hong Kong have raised the large sum of $3,065 
as a tribute of their esteem for his private character and 
Public services, 





OFFICIAL TRIAL OF THE P. AND 0, COMPANY’S 
STEAMER “ MOOLTAN.” 


The Peninsular and Oriental Company's screw steamer 
Hooltan made her official trial trip in Southampton waters on 
the 11th inst. Several gentlemen proceeded in the vessel, in- 
cluding Messrs. Anderson, Allen, De Salis, and Captain Nairne, 
Directors of the Company ; Captain Engledue, the Company's 
Marine supermtendent ; Mr. Lamb, Superintending engineer ; 
Mr. Ritchie, Superintendent at Bombay ; Captain Patey, Ad- 








miralty surveyor; Mr. Dinnan, Admiralty engineer ; Messrs, 
Rubie and Murray, of the Board of Trade; Mr. Rolt and 
Captain Ford, of the Thames Iron Ship Building Company ; 
Messrs. Humphreys and Tennant, marine engineers ; Mr. Hali- 
burton (Sam Slick), Sir Charles Bright, Mr. Angier, Dr. Beattie, 
Dr. Finch, Colonel Burnaby, Captain Graham, an officer of the 
Russian service, two officers of the Spanish service, Mr. Sum. 
mers, Mr. Pinnock, &c., &. An elegant champagne Juncheon 
was provided by the Company, and the day being one of the 
brightest, the trip was most thoroughly enjoyed. It was a day 
of out-of-door pleasure and escape from the confined precincts 
of the City, and many of the visitors seemed heartily to ap- 
preciate it in this point of view, more particularly as it was 
unaccompanied with that awful penalty, mal de mer. 

The Mooltan was built on the Thataes by the “Thames Iron, 
Ship Building Company,” and is the last addition to tha 
Peninsular and Oriental Company's flect, which now numbers 
fifty-two sca-going vesscls. She is intended to run a few voyages 
between Alexandria and Southampton, and thence be transferred, 
to the Suez and Calcutta line. She is commanded by Captain 
Cooper, the Commodore of the service. Her dimensions are— 
length, 355 feet, or only five feet less than the Iimalaya ; beam, 
40 feet ; depth of hold, 28 fect—nominal horse power, 400 ; 
registered tonnage, 2,257 ; and she may be considered the QueEN 
of the Company’s ficet. The “Thames Iron Ship Building Com- 
pany” were also the builders of the Lye-ce-moon, now trading 
on the coast of China, for her owners, Messrs. Dent and Co, 
under the command of Caplain Hill, and whose extraordinary 
passage from Shanghai to Hong Kong in 61} hours was 
noticed in the London and China Telegraph of the 27th of 
June last. 

The Mooltan is constructed with teak decks—which we are 
glad to see is getting into more general use for deck purposes. 
We observed several improvements for the navigation of 
so long a vessel, among which we may notice a patented in- 
vention of Messrs. Humphreys and Tennant for steering the 
vessel by an apparatus which works by hydraulic pressure on 
the rudder-bead, and in any weather requires only the very 
slightest movement of the hand. A double wheel, on the old 
principle, is,also fitted, in case of any accident to the new in- 
vention, and which, in a gale of wind, requires eight men to 
manage. In consequence of her great length, the motion of 
the screw is scarcely felt on the bridge; and as it is of the 
greatest importance for the captain or pilot, while taking the 
vessel in or out of harbour, to know if his orders are correctly 
acted on, an indicator has been fitted on the bridge, by which 
the action of the engines, either a-head or a-stern, is shown, as 
also the number of revolutions. ‘There is also fitted on the 
bridge a telegraph to the engine-room, by which the com- 
mander can communicate the desired speed and movement 
of the engines. This is a great improvement on the old style 
of “passing the word,” which in bad weather was no small 
strain on the captain's lungs, There is another ingenious con» 
trivance on the bridge, the invention, we believe, of Captain 
Cooper, for signalling to the helmsman the; direction required. 
Nothing is so subversive of discipline as the captain screaming at 
the top of his voice when tho steam is roaring off. The hatches 
aro fitted with hoists worked by hydraulic pressure, and the 
capstan for heaving up the anchors is also of improved con- 
struction, and avoids all that “ row, rumpus, and rioting” which 
gave rise to the saying, that “a ship is a thing that you never 
can be quiet in.” All these modern improvements tend very 
much to reduce the terrors of a sea passage. 

The Mooltan is barque rigged and fitted with iron lower 
masts and bowsprit, flush deck, excepting the topgallant fore- 
castle, and her bulwarksare unusually high, to secure dry decks, 
The cook’s quarters are particularly roomy and almost elegant, 
and the cooking apparatus, constructed by Messrs. Benham and 
Sons, London, combives the mutum in parvo most strikingly. 
A spacious deck-cabin has$been built for the special use of the 
Post-oflice staff, affording convenience for the sorting of letters, 
according to the new arrangements. An admirable refrigerator 
has been erected, which is worked by steam, in connection with 
the engine-room, and that invaluable commodity Ick can be 
produced in any quantity. This will be an especial boon to 
passengers on the other side of Suez. 

The engines are covstructed by Messrs, Humphreys aud 
Tennant, and fitted with Lamb's patent apparatus for 
superheating steam, by which a great saving is effected 
in fuel and in the size of the engines and boilers. They 
are on Woolf's two cylinder principle, the small cylinders 
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being forty-threeinches in diameter, and the large ones nincty- 
six. They are supplied with steam at twenty pounds pressure 
from four boilers, each boiler being fitted with three furnaces, 
and each furnace being threo feet wide and four fect six inches 
long, or about half the usual size. The steam after passing 
through the engines is condensed in a surface condenser, and is 
returned into the boilers again. The comsumption of fuel ap- 
pears to be about two pounds per indicated horse power, and 
the maximum effort of the engines equal to sbout 1,600 horses. 

In consequence of the stiff breeze, and the screw not being 
‘at quite the required pitch, the test at the measured mile was 
not undertaken. The trip, however, which was from her 
anchorage in the river to about four miles past the Necdles, 
distance twenty-seven nautical miles, and back to tho Docks, 
thirty miles, was performed in four hours thirty minutes, being 
over twelve and a-half miles per hour, the tide being against 
her during three hours of the time. The engines worked at an 
average of fifty-four revolutions, From this it may be assumed 
that she will have no difficulty in maintaining at sea an ave- 
rage speed of ten knots. Should this prove so she will be 
the greatest success yet achieved in the construction of marine 
engines. 


THE CHINA POSTAL SERVICE. 
DEPUTATION TO THE CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER, 


The necessity for the continuation of the semi-monthly mail 
to China has been felt more strongly the more the subject has 
been considered. A vast trade has been opened to us; we 
have won by our arms a harvest which it remains for us to 
reap by our commerce. The barrier which has impeded our 
onward path for centuries has been suddenly removed, and at 
the moment of freedom and hope—at the moment when we 
are, as it were, about to try our strength in a magnificent field 
of commerce—the Government withdraws its assistance, and 
says, in effect, that although it has deemed it advisable to 
spend millions in order to gain a legitimate commercial footing 
in the Chinese Empire, the expenditure of £12,000 s-year for 
the purpose of frequent intercourse with the country is an 
unnecessary and wasteful expenditure of public money. The 
arguments are so strong in favour of a frequent communica- 
tion with the Far East, that we are not suprised that they 
have had their weight with the merchauts and others whose 
names appear in the subjoined memorial. 

Our readers will observe from the observations of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer that it is proposed to cover the deficit 
which arises from the semi-monthly mail by increasing the rate 
of postage. The Postmaster-General has been requested to 
communicate to Mr. Gregson a statement on the matter, but 
at present no information has been received from that gentle- 
map. It is, however, probable that some decision may be 
formed on the subject before the next outward mail. The re- 
port of the meeting is appended’:— 

On the Sth inst. a deputation of merchants, bankers, and others interested 
in the Chinese and Australian trade, waited upon the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, at his official residence in Downing-street, for the purpose of 
urging upon him the necessity of continuing the bi-monthly postal service 
to China. 

Among the deputation there were Mr. S. Gregson, M.P., Chairman 
of the it India and China Association; Mr. Walter Buchanan, M.P., 
Mr. W. Nicol, M.P., Mr. Harvey Lewis, M.P., Mr. James Youl, 
Deputy Chairman of the Australian Association; Mr. J. Mackinnon, secre- 

to the above association; Mr. Andrew Henderson (Messrs. Dent, 
Palmer and Co.), Mr. T. Jones Gibb (Messrs. T. A. Gibb and Co.), 
Mr. Walter Gledstanes (Mevars. (Hedstanes and Co. ), Mr. T. Griffith Frith 
(Messrs. Frith, Sands and Co. ), Mr. G. G. Macpherson ( Chairman of the 
Agra Bank), Mr. James Matthews (Messrs. Grindlay and Co.), Mr, Ro- 
bert Smith (Messrs. Robert Smith and Co.), Mr. ’ G. Mansel, Capt. 
Sprye, Mr. F. J. Angier (Zondon an! China Telegraph), &c., &c- 

Mr. S. Gaecson introduced the deputation, and said that as a copy of the 
memorial had been sent to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and had been 
read and considered by him, he would not read it then, but he hoped they 
would receive a favourable answer to their application. There was one 
point that he (the Chancellor of the Exchequer) did not seem to be very 
clear upon, and that was the £12,000 a-year for the postal service. The 
whole of that amount would not be required, for as theintercourse between 
China and this country increased it would be reduced ; but considering 
the advantages England derived from the China trade, it would not be too 
much if the nation had to pay the whole of it. When they (the deputa- 
tion) applied to the Chancellor of the Exchequer before, they thought that 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company might reduce their rate of 
charges, but they had since ascertained from them that they were not in- 
clined to make any reduction. ‘They had that morning received a despatch 
from Russia that the Tai-pings were nearer Pekin than ever they had 
been, and likewise that the iimperor of China was dying; and therefore 
to cut them off from communication with China now would be 
@ great inconvenience to trade. He was aware that the question of cost 
‘Was a great one, and that every item was of importance to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, considering the expenses of the nation; but when they 




















had heard that within the last few nights the House of Commons had voted 
very large sums of money for things of much less importance than that 
under consideration, he thought the Goverament might onntinue the 
postal service they were asking. England at present received about five 
‘uillions and a-half a_year in produce from China, and there was yet the - 
whole of the north of that country to be opened to our trade, and, there~ 
fore, rather than decrease the direct postal communication in that direction, 
they ought to increase it toonce a week. The directors, therefore, hoped 
that the direct intercourse with China would be kept up, 

Mr. Bucuanan said he had a memorial to present from the Chamber 
of Commerce of Glasgow, in which they showed that their intereste were 
not confined to China, but extended to the Straits. The maile for China 
took other mails than those for Hong Kong, for they included those from 
Foo Chow and other places. Letters were sent from all parts to Hon; 
Kong as acentral point, from which they could be utehed to this 
country and if the Government broke up that central point by taking 
away the second mail, branch mails that might arrive at that place just 
after the departure of the main one would be detained there a! whole 
month, and that was a matter of great importance to merchants in that part 
of the world. 

The Cuancettor of the Excrrquen said they must consider that 
the memorial was, in effect, an application for a new subsidy. ‘There was 
originally a fortnightly service to Fone Kong, but that was commuted to 
a monthly one to Shanghai, and the Government paid for the monthly 
service to Shanghai as much as for the fortnightly one to Hong Kong. 
In 1859 the Peninsular and Oriental Company made a claim on the 
Government for an increase of the subsidy on political grounds, apart 
from commerce, and last autumn it was considered. They would observe. 
from what he had said that their application was strictly a claim for a new 
subsidy, and so they must be pleased to consider it, the Government 
paying for Shanghai the same as for Hong Kong. Then came the con- 
Fieraton of the cost, and from his experience he could say that the cost 
to the Government would not be far from the net amount they mightagree to. 
pay. To ascertain what that would be the fortnightly mail must be debited 
with the excess of the expense over what the monthly mail cost, and on the 
other hand it would have to be credited with a fair proportion of the rex 
ceipts from the mails it brought. With regard 1D the increase in the 
correspondence with China neither he nor the Post-office authorities could 
see that there had been an increase. Well, then, they must see that it 
was a very delicate case to give subsidies on grounds not strictly postal,. 
and they must consider the public scandal that might attach to the Go- 
vernment that would do so. He did not mean to allude to one that was 
now before a Committee of the House of Commons, but they must con- 
sider that ifonce they began the system it would open the door to great 
scandal. Some few years ago they were giving subsidies to such an ex- 
tent that af they bad not put a stop to them they would be now paying 
four millon and a-half a-year. Te had bes ad that an bleskiey inthe 
rate of postage might obviate the difficulty, but he was not pr to give 

inn He should like the deputation to consider the question. 


Mr. Gargcson observed that they could not estineate what the loss 
would be, or if it would be beyond the £12,000 a-year. 

The Cuancetton of the Excuequge replied thet he could not say 
that £12,000 a year would cover the loss. ‘The question he had to con= 
sider was, what they got by the monthly mail, and what by the moathly 
fortnightly mail, and by what the latter exceeded the former that would be 
the proceeds of the fortnightly mail. 

fr. Bucttanan informed the Chancellor of the Exchequer that the 
merchants wrote and sent their letters to China fortnightly, and 
they might consider the @ as tolerably certain. 

Mir. Maxeet added thet all he circulars from China brokers and mee 
chants were issued fortnightly. 

Mr. Bucuanan asked if the Government could not be induced to 
consider the state of affairs in China, and the necessity for keeping up 
the communication at least for another twelve months, 

Mr. Grecson urged that there was the approach of the Tai-pings to 
Peking, and there would be a new Emperor, and affairs were assuming an 
interest and importance that rendered it most desirable that their commu- 
nication should not be cut off just now. “ 

Mr. BucHaNan remarked that the information given in the House of 
Commons on the previous evening was that the Government had no 
knowledge either of the advance of the Tai-pings on Peking or of the 
Emperor's illness, but that information was in all the China papers. 

The CaanceLtor of the ExcHEqugn said the Government had no 
knowledge of it, neither had they eny information of the surrender of

They were 
much concerned in this alteration, because their letters were now delayed 
at Galle only five days, whereas ifthe mail only went monthly they would 
have to be detained there twenty-one days. A minute had been passed 
by the Lords of the Treasury, about six weeks ago, in favour of the main- 
tenance ofthese malls, anda copy of it was in the hands of his friend Mr. 

‘oul, 

Mr. Yout. said the minute was to the effect that the service of the mails 
to the colonies was of the greatest importance to them. .He bad not got 
the copy with him, for he had given it to Sir Stuart Donaldson, who was 
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to have been present, but had not been able to attend. The minute had 
been sent to the Peninsular and Oriental Company, and many had gone 
to some expense in preparing to avail themselves of that servi 

The CHaNcELLoR of the Excuequer did not recollect it, and did not 
think the Government was cognisant of the fact of that minute, but he 
should like to be put in possession of the date of it, because every con- 
sideration ought to be Riven to those persons under such circumstances. 

Mr. Gregson would like to know what would be likely to be the 
amount of the increased postage, whether one and a-half the present 
charge or double. 

‘The CuanckLLop of the Excuxquen said that was entirely a ques- 
tion for them. He would advise them to consider what they would be 
willing to pay, and then consult the Postmaster-General as to what would 
be the cost of the working of the service. 

Mr. Buctawan did not know that postage would be any consideration 
with the merchants, they were a wealthy class, and did not look to the cost 
Of postage. 

the Cuanceiton said if they liked he would write to the Postmater- 
General and ask him in what shape a practicable ition could be 
made to bim, and then he would write to them on the subject. 

Mr. Parrit thought the Chancellor of the Exchequer had not had 
time to consider the indirect advantages of postal communication, for 
where there were facilities for correspondence the trade of the country 
would always expand. 

The CuanceELtor of the ExcHequer said he fully appreciated the 
importance of the mail service and the effect ithad in developing com- 
merce, but they must admit that if the Goveroment were not careful to 
confine their subsidies to postal claims alone it would open the door for 
innumerable claims and perhaps abuses. 

Mr. Gaxcson called the altention of the Chancellor to the reduction 
which had been made in the P. and O. Co.'s contract for this year of 
£15,000, in lieu of their obligation to convey officers of Government at 
a reduced rate of passage, and that this sum might be applied towards the 
outlay for the fortnightly mail. 

Tt was eventually arranged that Mr. Gladstone's last suggestion should 
be carried out, and that when he heard from the Postmaster-General in 
reply to his communication, he would write to Mr. Gregson, who would 
continue the correspondence on behalf of the deputation and their consti- 
tuents. The interview was, on the whole, considered satisfactory, the 
right hon. gentleman having throughout shown the greatest desire to meet 
the wants and wishes of the China and Australian merchants. 

‘The deputation thanked the Chancellor of the Exchequer for the kind 
and courteous reception he had given them and then retired, promising to 
carry out his recommendations. 

‘The following is the memorial alluded to :— 

To the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury. 
Respectfully showeth— 

Ast. That your memorialists have seen with much concern and surprise 
the resolution which has been sanctioned by your Lordships in regard to 
the discontinuance, after the current month, of the bi-monthly mail which 
Be sce tine past has been despatched on the 20th and 26th of each 
month. 

2nd. That the second monthly mail alluded to now costs the country, 
after deducting the amount which the line has yielded in postages, about 
one half of the total subsidy, or £12,000 per annum, that is, £500 for 
each homeward, and £500 for each outward mail ; and your memorialists, 
therefore. earnestly hope that, considering that so many millions sterling 
have been expended in furthering our trade with the Chinese, the compa- 
atively trifling outlay involved in this second monthly mail will not be 
deemed worthy by your Lordships of being put in comparison with the 
numerous commercial ailvantages it affords; and your memorialists feel 
confident of the support of Parliament in passing the necessary vote, 

Srd. That your memorialists beg to submit that the sums now derived 
from postages will, by reason of the augmentation in correspondence 
caused by the extension of our relations with the Chinese from the opening 
of #0 many new ports, be so far increased in amount as to cover a large 
Proportion of the deficit in the subsidy alluded to. 

h, That your memorialists further desire to remind your Lordships 
that China and the Far East will not be the only sufferers by the discon- 
tinuance of this mail, but that the withdrawal of the subsidy will dis- 
‘organise the mgil service between those countries and Australia, as accord- 
ing to the contract the mail steamer for Australia starts from Galle on the 
Qist of each month, and the second mail steamer from Singapore, China, 
&c., arrives at Galle on the 16th, while the mails from Australia are due 
at Galle on the 16th of every month, and the steamer for Singapore, 
China, &c., leaves on the gieieith the English mails of the 20th and 


























¢ always evinced 20 great a liberality in 
the promotion of free trade, and in facilitating communication with all 
wuarters of the globe, that your memorialists believe it is only necessary 
a fair representation of this proposed exception should be made in 
order to stop what must otherwise be stamped as a retrograde and injurious 
act for a liberal Government in the present day. 
6th. That though several other weighty arguments in proof of the 
great value of our trade with the Far Fast, and the revenue it produces, 
might well be urged by your memorialists in support of their views as to 
the necessity of continuing the mails as heretofore, they would briefly 
ask your Lordships to accept the subjoined signatures as evidence of the 
fact of such bi-monthly mail being indispensable for the proper conduct of 
the vast and increasing trade with the Far East.

Generat Sir J. Hore Gaant.—The magistrates and council of Edin- 
burgh held a special meeting on the I1th inst., for the purpose of con- 
ferring the freedom of the city on Sir James Hope Grant, G.C.B. 
About ten days previously the council had unanimously resolved to take 
advantage of the presence of this distinguished soldier in Edinburgh to 
confer on him the highest honour,in their disposal. There was a large 
attendance of the civic body in their official robes, the Lord Provost pre- 
siding, and a number of strangers, among whom was Lady Hope Grant, 
were present at the ceremony. In presenting the burgess ticket, the Lord 
Provost conveyed to the gallant general the congratulations of the council 
and of the citizens on the success with which he had conducted an im- 


portant series of operations in China last year, and also upon his safe” 


return. His lordship alluded te the honours Sir James had received from 
his Sovereign, and to the esteem and respect which he had won in London 
and also in this hisnative country. Sir James Hope Grant, who had been 
most warmly received on entering the council chamber, was greeted with 
loud cheering on rising to return thanks. 

A Present Frost Sras.—When the Siamese ambassadors came 
to England, some three or four years since, they brought with them 
about fourscore boxes containing specimens of the produce of their 
country. ‘This precious cargo was stowed most carefully away in the 
cellars of the Forcign Office, where, a week ago, the boxes giving un- 
pleasant indications of their existence, they were examined, and found to 
contain various food and animal products, This has led to their transfer- 
ence to the South Kensington ‘Museum. No room at present exists for 
the exhibition of the whole of the collection, but a few specimens of the 
food products are exposed in acase in the food department. They 
consist of elephants’ trunks, rhinoceros’ hide, sharks’ fins, deers’ tendons 
and gelatinous delicacies of that kind, and also of edible birds*-nests, dried 
fish, betel nuts, tobacco, and various unknown seeds, These are only a 
small portion of the collection, which has suffered a good deal during its 
seclusion, especially the tubs containing varieties of beches de mer, sea 
slugs, dried cockles, and other marine delicacies of a perishable nature. 

New Postrace Sramrs.—Wo are glad to find that the authorities of 
the Post Office have at last resolved to consult the convenience of those 
who have large postal communications with foreign countries to issue a 
nine-penny stamp. ‘The three-penny stamp, which has been the great 
desideratum in forwarding newspapers to the East, is also said to be in pre- 

ration, This will prove no small saving of annoyance and of trouble. 

’e can only wonder that such a stamp has not long since been issued. 

The screw steamship Sanspareil, 70, was recommissioned at Devon- 
port on the 6th inst., by Capt. George Le G. Bowyear. She will have 
® complement of 140 men, and will, when fitted, convey to China seamen 
and marines to relieve those on duty in the gunboats and small craft on 
the station, and supernumeraries for the squadron. Among others about 
100 stokers and several engincers are ordered to hold themselves ready to 
embark. The Sanspareil will bring home troops. 

‘The Roebuck, G, screw despatch.vessel, Capt. Frances Marten, arrived 
at Spithead on the 9th from China and Japan, and has steamed into 
Portsmouth harbour to dismantle and pay off. Her dates of sailing are — 
Japan, March 4; Hong Kong, March 21; Singapore, April 6 ; Cape of 
Good Hope, May 22; and St. Helena, June 5.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


Tse Exports to Cara of the principal manufactures 
from January to May in some instances show a great increase 
on the five months, as compared with corresponding periods of 
1859 and 1860 :— 


Corrons.—The quantities exported in May, 1859, were 31,082,443 
yards, whilst only 24,599,016 yards were exported in 1860, For the five 
months, however, the quantities are—78,315,773, 97,495,245, and 
149 578,702 yards, whilst the declared value was £1,086,181, in 1859; 
£1,450,034, in 1860; and £1,933,201 1861. 

Corron Yarwn.—The quantities were—-4,030,400 Ibs., 4,284,862 lbs.» 
and 4,528,500 Ibs., valued at £190,913, £209,441, and £206,132 for the 
five months of 1859, 1860, and 1861. 

WooLLEns.—The pieces exported were—31,683, 44,286, 56,008, 
valued at £142,645, £241,864, and £241,149 ‘respectively for the five 
months of 1859, 1860, and 1861. 

Wonsten Sturrs, 63,257, 97,831, and 83,446 pieces. Exports valued 
at £197,883, £298,848, and £179,425 for each five months of 1859, 
1860, and 1861. 

Leap anp Leap SHot.—The reported values were £37,310, £38,728, 
and £58,845 ; and the quantities 1,691, 1,704, and 2,694 tons respectively. 

THe TOTAL DECLARED VALURof these itemsis, for 1859, £1,584,982; for 
1860, £2,168,915: and for 1861, £2,618,749 : in other words, the value 
of these five articles during the'fint five months of 1861 are as near as 
possible double the value of all our exports to China during the year 1855. 





The exports of cotton goods to the Philippine Islands have also greatl 
increared, having risen from 6.602,106 yards in 1859, to 7,858,717 yard 
in 1860, and to 19,392,114 yards in 1861 respectively, valued at £97,217, 
£120,528, and £321,532, 

To Java there has been a falling off in the export of these goods as 
compared with 1860, but an increase, although not large, as compared with 
1859. The quantities were in yards—20,108,424, $2,353,541, and 
20,372,096, valued at £295,463, £501,013, and £318,321 for each five 
months, : 

‘To Singapore during the five months we exported 19,202,889 yards 
cotton goods, valued at £263,278, and 737,563 Ibs. cotton yarn, valued at 
£51,369. 

Ceylon took in the same period 11,836,510 yards cottons, costing 
£202,715, and cotton yarns, 89,350 lbs,, valued at £6,197. 

Bombay, Madras, and Bengal took to the amount of £3,158,617 cot- 
tons, namely—calicoes, cambrics, and muslins, fustians and mixed stuffs, 
which, added to £3,034,042 taken by places before-mentioned 
give a total of £6,192,659 of these manufactures, or nearly 41 per 
cent. of a total of £15,193,156 to all parts of the world, during the five 
months ended SIst May, 1861. 

Or Corton Yarns the East, including £595,596 worth exported 
to India, took in all only £859.294, out of a total of £3.662.010 exported 
to all parts. To British India, including Singapore and Ceylon, the fall- 
ing off is £349,277, as compared with 1859, and £250,354 as compared 
with 1860. 

A deputation, introduced by S. Gregson, Esq., M.P., waited 
on the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 5th inst., on the 
subject of the proposed stoppage of one of the mails to China. 
The suggestion of the Chancellor was, that an increased rate of 
postage should be paid in order to assist in defraying the ex- 
pense of the subsidy. The probable increase is, perhaps, im- 
material, but the principal involved should be strenuously op- 
posed. A full report of the meeting will be found elsewhere. 


The Compagnie des Services Maritimes des Messageries Im- 
periales is about to make an issue of 30,000 new shares, for 
raising the capital for establishing the postal communication 
between China and India which we have noticed in previous 
issues, Two steamers are said to be in a forward state at 
Toulon. 


A private company has been formed for the navigation of the 
Euphrates for purely commercial objects, and the first vessel of 
the new company is said to be already finished. 


According to the statistics of the East India and China Ao 
sociation, the entries of British and foreign shipping at London 
from China from January 1 to June 30, 1861, was :—69 ves- 
sels, of 42,775 tons; from Singapore and Penang, 21 vessels, 
of 10,614 tous; from Philippine Islands, 8 vessels, of 6,227 
tons ; from Java and Sumatra, 3 vessels, of 1,092 tons. At 
Liverpool, from China, 7 vessels, of 3,113 tons; from Singne 
pore and Penang, 7 vessels, of 3,624 tons ; from Philippine 
Islands, 13 vessels, of 9,018 tons. At Bristol, from 
Java and Sumatra, 1 vessel of 186 tons; At Clyde, from 
China, 1 vessel of 334 tons; from Singapore and Penang, 4 
vessels of 921 tons; from Philippine Islands, 2 vessels of 774 
tons. And the clearances from London, for Chins, 36 vessels 
of 22,932 tons ; for Singapore and Penang, 8 vessels of 3,131 
tons ; for Philippine Islands, 1 vessel of 364 tons; for Java 
and Sumatra, 4 vessels of 1,359 tons. From Liverpool, for 
China, 23 vessels of 12,263 tons; for Singapore and Penang, 
10 vessels of 5,003 tons; for Philippine Islands, 7 vessels of 
3,357 tons; for Java and Sumatra, 8 vessels of 4,332 tons. 
From Clyde, for China, 1 vessel of 145 tons; for Singapore 
and Penang, 5 vessels of 1,998 tons; for Java and Sumatra, 
2 vessels of 931 tons. 


Acontract has been made with Mr, John Laird, of Birken- 
head, to build two steamers for the China and Japan Steam 
Company. 

The Money Market Review notices the despatch of silver to 
India on Government account :— 

“ We understand that on the despatch to India of the balance of the 
silver bullion lying in the Bank of England, the amount of which is 
stated in the return just published at only £71,964, the remittances of 
silver to India on Government account will cease. This fact is satisfac 
tory, as indicating a certain improvement in the financial position of the 
Government in Indi, and also as denoting some relief to the home money 
market.” 

‘The Economist, on the operations in silver in France—consi- 
dered in connection with the Exchange lately made with the 
Bank of England, says :— 

“ An event which nobody would have expected a short time back’has 
occurred ; the Bank of France is making payments in silver ia preference 
to gold, and this is owing partly to the excessive drain of silver to Asia 
having ceased, and partly to large arrivals of that metal from America 
having taken place. If the bank could have foreseen this early change in 
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that precious metal, it would not perhay we taken the measures it did 
some months ago to protect its stock of silver. So abundant has silver 
become, that even in petty purchases at shops one now receives 5f. pieces 
in exchange for gold: for a long time coins of that amount had almost 
entirely disappeared.” 

The bar silyer and dollars brought by the last Mexican 
steamer have been disposed of at 60}d. and 583d. per ounce, 
showing a decline of 4d. in the former and of 3d. in the lattcr, 
as compared with the prices realized for the previous arrivals. 
Transactions have been effected in the interval at GO}d. for bar 
silver, and 583d. for dollars. The principal part of the amount 
sold has been taken for the Continent. 

At an adjourned meeting of creditors of Messrs. Mackay and 
Read, East Indin merchants, the report of the committee of 
investigation stated that the trading had continued after the 
firm ought to have known that they were insolvent, and that the 
stoppage should have taken place earlier. The committce, 
however, recommended that an offer of 5s. in the pound, pay- 
able in instalments at 6, 10, and 14 months, the last to be 
secured, should be accepted, and a resolution was accordingly 
passed to that effect. 

A report on the financial and commercial condition of Rus- 
sia, by Mr. Erskine, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Legation at St. 
Petersburg, has just been printed :— 


“It appears that at the present day the expenditure isabout £44,500,000, 
and the revenue about £40,000,000, showing a deficiency of £4,500,000 
sterling. In 1858 the cost of the army alone was estimated at about 
£15,000,000. The most productive source of Russian revenue is the 
doty on spirits, amounting to the astonishing sum of £19,000,000 per 
annum.” 

On the trade with China the following is gathered :— 

“ Tea is almost the only article imported from that country, and with 
the view of encouraging the exportation of Russian manufactures in re- 
turn by the Kiakhta route, the quantity of tea conveyed by sea is limited 
to one or two cargoes annually. The consequence is that the price is 
so greatly enhanced as to keep down the consumption of tea far below the 
natural demand, while the revenue is defrauded by large quantities being 
smuggled over the frontiers from the German ports. The town of 
Kiakhta, where this trade is carried on, is more than 3,500 miles from 
Moscow, and the tea regions are about the same distance from Kiakhta. 
Hence the internal conveyance amounts to 7,000 miles, and raises the 
Price of middling tea, duty paid, to about 6s. or 7s. the pound, or fully 
double that at which it could be obtained from England via Hamburg. 
The calculation is that the Russian public, under this system, pay annually 
upwards of £1,500,000 for the encouragement of an export trade in Rus- 
sian manufactures valued in the official returns at less than £1,000,000.”

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—Our market has continued in the eame dull and inactive state as 
previously advised. Although the deliveries continue to be maintained at 
a high figure, both for home consumption and export, there is a total 
absence of life, the transactions being almost of a retail character b private 
contract, the trade buying only to supply immediate wants, which the large 
public sales brought forward from time to time have enabled them ina mea- 
sure to supply, a larger proportion than usual being offered without reserve. 
Prices for most of the lower descriptions have been barely maintained, 
whilst the continued scarcity of good and fine descriptions causes prices 





for these to be fully supported. At the great fire at Cotton’s Wharf 
about 22,000 packages of tea were entirely destroyed, weighing nearly 
1,000,000 Ibs, ; 


of this 600,000 Ibs. were Taysham Congous, but the 
quantity bears but a slight proportion to the total in stock, and the market 
for these kinds has not benefited. For the low and fair descriptions of 
Conyou, as also for the dusty kinds, there has been only a moderate 
inquiry, but prices remain much as before. Good common we quote

The 
prospects of the European crop are felt to be rather less disastrous as to 
quantity than was at one time feared —in Italy at least the total yield is 
expected to be in excess of last year, although the quality may be worse 
-—and the prices mentioned for the new Silk are 20 to 25 per cent. below 
the exaggerated notions of last year. This, however, has been without 
any quotable effect upon the prices of China and Bengal Silk, which are 
fairly supported—recent advices inducing the idea that the supply from 
both these countries may prove materially less than for the season now 
closing. The only feature in the matket has been the arrival of the long- 
missing ship Matanzas from Japan with 950 bales, which being all more 
or less damaged were sold by public auction without reserve.
